He and his wife, who assisted 
him in Africa as a registered nurse, 
are looking forward to returning “to 
continue our work for the Lord 
Jesus Christ of healing men’s bodies 
—and even more importantly—also 
ministering to their souls the life- 
giving Gospel which can make them 
new creatures in Christ Jesus.” 

The Fosters have two children, 
Dennis, 13, and Judith, 10. 

And, in his “spare time” he has 
been writing a book, soon to be pub- 
lished.

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AUDIENCE 


At the Chicago meeting of Pres- 
byterian laymen, the first union gath- 
ering since the merger of the Pres- 
byterian Church (U.S.A.) and the 
United Presbyterian Church, the prin- 
cipal speaker was J. Howard Pew, 
distinguished Philadelphia industri- 
alist, whose words and actions through 
the years have plowed one of the 
straightest furrows in modern eco- 
nomic thought. 

The main thrust of Mr. Pew’s mes- 
sage was that we are to allow the 
individual to exercise his private 
judgment in matters of conscience. 
The church corporately is to keep out 
of secular affairs and not “intermeddle 
with civil affairs which concern the 
commonwealth.” 

Specifically, Mr. Pew asks some 
very pertinent questions: 

Are we to plunge our Church into 
the issues of international trade and 
other international relationships? 

Is our Church to dictate to govern- 
ment its policies on agriculture, 
natural resources, and all other re- 
lationships between government and 
people? 

Is our Church competent to deter- 
mine all relationships in social and 
economic life? 

Should our Church set itself up as 
an authority on public education? 

Should it become involved in all 
other secular areas of our common 
life? 

And, are we to repudiate one of 
the basic tenets of Protestantism by 
having our Church exercise control 
over the thinking of its members? 

As a minister of Jesus Christ, I 
must make one addition, since I be- 
lieve that my call to the ministry 
involves my conscience on every 
matter that enters life. Here is a 
question which our denominational 
leaders have overlooked. What is the 
audience of a minister or a group of 
ministers? The answer is, the church 
is to speak to the church about all 
matters, but is to speak to the world 
only about sin and salvation. In my 
sermons I must warn Christian em- 
ployees that they steal from their 
employers if they are late at work, 
take too much time for a coffee break, 
leave early, and work hard only when 
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some one in authority is watching 
them. I must tell Christian legislators 
that they must never vote for con- 
fiscatory taxes, and that a legislature 
is as bound to obey the command, 
“Thou shalt not steal” in its corporate 
character, as are. its individual 
members. 

I must tell Christian employers that 
God has given stern warnings to those 
who oppress employees. I must remind 
Christian parents that they have a 
duty to educate their children for 
God and for life within the state. 
The true Christian minister recognizes 
that he has a double audience and 
must carefully weigh his words so 
that he will not be misunderstood. 

We must speak to the church about 
everything; we must speak to the state 
only through the individual lives of 
our members. We must tell the lost 
world that Christ died and that our 
message revolves around their eternal 
destiny according to how they receive 
that message. 

When the minister faithfully en- 
lightens the conscience of his hearers 
by preaching the Word of God in the 
power of the Holy Spirit, the Chris- 
tian farmer will not seek crop sup- 
ports, the Christian laborer will not 
support union bossism, the Christian 
employer will bear in mind his ob- 
ligation to God for the lives of those 
who depend on him. 

When the minister has done his 
work then the individual is in the 
position so well stated by Mr. Pew: 


“The teachings of Christ should be 
extended to every aspect of human 
affairs. . . . Churchmen shall apply the 
principles of their religion to every 
problem that confronts them. But the 
determination of right and wrong is 
solely a matter for the individual, sub- 
ject only to the divine authority which 
speaks to him through his con- 
science.” We would add but one line, 
through his conscience as illuminated 
by the Word of God either in private 
devotion or by the public ministry of 
those whom God has called to this 
compelling task. 


NAACP 


Through the last few years I have 
thought that the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored People 
was doing a fine work for civil rights 
and toward correcting some of the many 
wrongs which we must all confess have 
been suffered by colored people. I am 
now on the point of changing my opin- 
ion about this association. 

Originally, the NAACP seemed to 
have high ideals. Where there was real 
wrong, they moved to help the sufferer. 
Now there seems to be evidence that 
they are moving to protect a darkskin 
whether the individual is right or 
wrong. This must stop. 

Time magazine recently dared to 
print an outstanding page on the inci- 
dence of crime committed by Negroes 
in this country. I understand that in 
Philadelphia, where 21 per cent of the 
population is colored, 61 per cent of all 
arrests for major crimes are from this 
same group. It will not do to say that 
this criminality is due to the low eco- 
nomic condition of these people. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of immigrants from 
Poland, Italy, Ireland and other coun- 
tries have come to the United States 
without a dollar and have lived in slums 
during their first years, but only a small 
number of them have actually commit- 
ted crimes. 
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The case that led me to think about 
the NAACP happened recently in cir- 
cumstances of which I know all the 
sordid details. A Christian law enforce- 
ment officer arrested a Negro and took 
him to the police station where the man, 
without duress, confessed that he had 
just committed a terrible crime. He had 
broken into the apartment of a white 
nurse, had violated her, and then, while 
she lay bound and gagged, inflicted hor- 
rible suffering upon her by pulling the 
nails from her fingers and toes with a 
pair of pliers. In court he confessed, but 
a NAACP lawyer insisted that he plead 
“Not Guilty,” and the judge ultimately 
dismissed the case because of one very 
small slip in the line of the judicial 
process. 


Let NAACP be fairly warned that 
they must prosecute Negro offenders to 
the full extent of the law if they are 
to maintain their integrity and if they 
are to advance the colored people. Many 
years ago in Tulsa, Okla., approximately 
1,800 colored people were killed in one 
night of rioting. We do not want this 
to happen in Philadelphia, New York, 
Detroit or Chicago, but it can. As a 
minister of the gospel of Christ, I must 
testify that I have seen Christian white 
men clench their fists and shake their 
heads as they fought off thoughts of 
lynching. If Christians feel like this, 
what are the thoughts of those who are 
not under the restraining power of the 
Holy Spirit? 


Let NAACP lawyers throw their in- 
fluence to the cause of righteous judg- 
ment, and let them rejoice when a 
Negro criminal is put in prison or elec- 
trocuted for his crime. Let the choice 
be between guilt and innocence not be- 
tween black skin and white. If the 
NAACP loses me, a Christian minister, 
as a well-wisher, they may be sure that 
they have lost thousands who are not 
bound by love. 


SEAT OF JUDGMENT 


Charles Clayton Morrison is one of 
the last members of the old generation 
of modernists whose doctrines have 
been abandoned by most of the on- 
coming generation. He is the retired 
editor of Christian Century and oc- 
casionally sings a swan song in that 
well-written journal. 


I would not discuss his latest out- 
burst if Time magazine had not lifted 
it to national circulation. Time sum- 
marizes before it quotes directly: The 
biggest threat to Protestantism today 
is Fundamentalism and popular evan- 
gelism. “What a travesty of the Chris- 
tian faith this idolatry of a book called 
the Bible has been, [as well as] the 
false representation of what ‘the Bible 
says. How can one understand what 
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the Bible says without knowledge of 
what the Bible is? 

“The repetitious emphasis upon the 
exceeding sinfulness of man and the 
exceedingly simple way of enjoying 
the forgiveness of God by registering 
one’s repentance in the signing of a 
card—this would be like playing a 
child’s game if it were not done under 
such solemn pretension . . . The glib 
promise made over and over again that 
one thus ‘receives the forgiveness of 
his sins and will go to heaven’ dis- 
credits Christianity in the eyes of dis- 
cerning men and women .. . Its success 
in winning thousands by the incanta- 
tion of an uninterpreted formula must 
be measured against the vaster number 
who have been perplexed and even 
alienated from Christianity by this 
perversion of it.” 

Dr. Morrison is quite right in say- 
ing, “How can one understand what the 
Bible says without knowledge of what 
the Bible is?” We who have been born 
again know that the Bible originated 
with God and not with man. Christ 
Himself said that if a man determines 
to do the will of God he shall know 
whether His teaching was of God or of 
a merely human origin (John 7:17). 
Here is the crux of the matter. There 
are hundreds of conservative scholars 
who are fully aware of everything that 
has been taught by the enemies of bib- 
lical Christianity. They know the 
demythologizing by Bultmann, the 
word within the word by which Barth 
and Brunner reduce the Word to some- 
thing less than divine. Tuey have 
studied deeply the Graf-Wellhausen 
theories and know to the last syllable 
all the writings of centuries of liberals 
from the ironies of Celsus to the dith- 
erings of Tillich. 

But the liberals do not know the 
heart of the Word of God. They have 
never seen the interlocking supernatu- 
ralness of the divine revelation. 


The problem can be summed up in 
the title of this editorial: Where is the 
seat of judgment? The liberals sit in 
the seat of judgment and judge the 
Bible as a man’s book which they pro- 
ceed to dissect according to their own 
stupendous intellects. The evangelical 
Christian sits in the seat of the judged 
and ‘God through His Word is the only 
Judge. “The Word of God is living and 
powerful and sharper than any two- 
edged scalpel . . . and is a discerner 
(Greek: critikos) of the thoughts and 
intents of the heart” (Heb. 4:12). 

If the liberal would descend from the 
bench to the prisoner’s dock, he would 
immediately recognize his own exceed- 
ing sinfulness. He would hear the clear 
and simple proclamation of regenera- 
tion by the Holy Spirit who speaks in 
the divine Word about the foolishness 
of the thing preached (1 Cor. 1:18). 
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‘om our sins in His own blood.”

CORRECTION 


Upon my return from Ghana I 
stated in radio and television inter- 
views that mission work in that coun- 
try was being done by Scotch Pres- 
byterian and English Methodist 
missions, and that no American mis- 
sions were working there. 

This was an error. I should have 
known better because I met mission- 
aries of the Evangelical and Reformed 
Church who are doing splendid work 
in the Trans-Volta. 

The facts are these: In the early 
part of this century, the old Bremen 
Mission of Germany served the 
German colony of Togoland. After 
World War I, this colony was divided 
between France and England, and the 
English section (east of the Volta) 
was administered from the Gold 
Coast. In 1946, the Americans re- 
opened the Bremen Mission. It must 
be understood that this part of Ghana 
resembled the Far West of early 
American history, but since Kwame 
Nkrumah became Prime Minister, a 
splendid highway to the Volta, and a 
modern steel bridge across this great 
river have been built. The eastern 
part of Ghana (speaking a different 
language from the main portion of 
the nation) is due for great develop- 
ment, which adds significance to the 
mission program. 

I have also learned that the As- 
semblies of God have recently sent 
missionaries to Ghana for the first 
time.

Communism is sweeping the 
world like fire. In 1917 Lenin went across to Russia 
with 40,000 men. Today Communists control about 
800 million people. They are penetrating every part of 
the world; they are challenging the Christian Church 
as it has never been challenged before. 

They are teaching us some lessons, and I pray that 
we will learn them before it’s too late. The greatest 
lessons that they are teaching us are in self-denial, dis- 
cipline, dedication, and commitment. The New Testa- 
ment is filled with these, but we have forgotten New 
Testament Christianity. 

A student at an eastern university recently went to 
Mexico, where he soon became a Communist. Shortly _ 








afterward, he wrote to his fiancee breaking off their 
engagement. This letter was given to me by a 
Presbyterian minister in Montreat, N. C., where I 
live. 

Here is what it says: “We Communists have a high 
casualty rate. We’re the ones who get shot and hung 
and lynched and tarred and feathered and jailed and 
slandered and ridiculed and fired from our jobs and 
in every other way made as uncomfortable as possible. 
A certain percentage of us get killed or imprisoned. 
We live in virtual poverty. We turn back to the party 
every penny we make above what is absolutely neces- 
sary to keep us alive. 

“We Communists don’t have the time or the money 
for many movies, or concerts, or T-bone steaks, or 
decent homes and new cars. We’ve been described as 
fanatics. We are fanatics. Our lives are dominated by 
one great overshadowing factor—the struggle for world 
communism. We Communists have a philosophy of 
life which no amount of money could buy. We have a 
cause to fight for, a definite purpose in life. We sub- 
ordinate our petty personal selves into a great move- 
ment of humanity, and if our personal lives seem hard, 
or our egos appear to suffer through subordination to 
the party, then we are adequately compensated by the 
thought that each of us in his small way is contributing 
tO something new and true and better for mankind. 

“There is one thing in which I am in dead earnest 
and that is the Communist cause. It is my life, my 
business, my religion, my hobby, my sweetheart, my 
wife and mistress, my bread and meat. I work at it in 
the daytime and dream of it at night. Its hold on me 
grows, not lessens, as time goes on. Therefore I can- 
not carry on a friendship, a love affair or even a con- 
versation without relating to this force which both 
drives and guides my life. I evaluate people, books, 
ideas and actions according to how they affect the 
Communist cause and by their attitude toward it. I’ve 
already been in jail because of my ideas and if neces- 
sary, I’m ready to go before a firing squad.” 

Do you have that much dedication to the Lord 
Jesus Christ? In Christ, God offers us everything, but 
He demands no less. 


THAT COMMUNISM BE ADVANCED 
Dick Hillis was in China when Communist troops, led 
by an American-trained lieutenant, entered. Hillis said 
to this lieutenant, “Why do you say you’re going to cap- 
ture that town tonight? Don’t you know that they have 
ten times more troops than you do, and you've got to 
cross that river and face those enemy guns that are 
stronger than yours?”

Five years ago I spent Christmas Eve on the battle- 
fields of Korea. It was a beautiful evening; a half moon 
was in the sky; snow was several inches deep. We were 
picking our way along in a small helicopter and we 
landed at a hospital right behind the front lines. We 
could see the glow of the artillery over the side of the 
mountain. Things were rather quiet that Christmas 
Eve. 

We walked into the hospital where several men had 
just been carried back from their patrol post. One 
casualty, an ex-football player from one of our south- 
ern universities, was a tough, strong marine. The doctor 
whispered to me, “Part of his spine has been shot out 
and he’ll never walk again.” 

In his pain that young man said to me, “Mr. Gra- 
ham, we were looking forward to your coming. I would 
like to see your face.” 

I got on my back on the floor and looked up into 
the face of that tough marine. 

He said, “I know that I’m in bad shape, but I want 
you to tell people when you get back to America that 
I'd gladly die for America.” 

Would you give the same dedication to Jesus Christ? 

He gave no less for you, and He demands no less 
from you. 

Go through the Old and New Testaments and see 
the demands that God made upon His servants. 

Look at Abraham. “Abraham, you claim to believe 
in God. Do you really believe in God? All right, you’ve 
got a boy, your only son by Sarah born in your old age, 
that boy who is to be your heir to propagate your seed. 
Abraham, I want you to take that boy, your only boy 
up to Mount Moriah, a three day’s journey and I want 
you to sacrifice him to Me.” 

Not one place does it say that Abraham argued 
with God. Abraham got his donkey, put some wood on 
it, got Isaac and went the three day’s journey. When 
they arrived at Moriah, he tied Isaac, put the wood 
down and bent Isaac over the wood. He pulled out the 
knife in absolute obedience because he had absolute 
trust in God. In perfect obedience and faith he flashed 
the knife in the sun. Then God said, “Abraham, I see 
that you believe in Me.” 

God demanded all, no less. 

Moses was a brilliant military commander of Egypt. 
“By faith Moses, when he was come to years, refused 
to be called the son of Pharoah’s daughter; choosing 
rather to suffer affliction with the people of God than to 
enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season; esteeming the 
reproach of Christ greater riches than the treasures in 
Egypt: for he had respect unto the recompense of the 
reward. By faith he forsook Egypt, not fearing the 
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wrath of the king: for he endured, as seeing Him who 
is invisible.” 

Yes, there will come a choice in your life, and it 
will cost you everything. 

When Daniel went to the den of lions, he did not 
know whether God’s will was that he be delivered, 
but rather than compromise his conviction and his 
faith in God, he was willing to go and be torn from 
limb to limb. Daniel, one of the greatest men of the 
Old Testament, prime minister for many years of the 
greatest empire in all the world—Daniel walked into 
the den of lions because God asked it of him. 

Saul of Tarsus said one day, “Lord, what wilt thou 
have me to do?” 

God said, “I will show him how great things he 
must suffer for my name’s sake.” 

Years later Paul summarized it: “Five times re- 
ceived I forty stripes save one.” Five times they had 
taken long leather lashes with steel pellets on the end, 
and lashed him across the back 39 times, till he was 
left bleeding and cut to ribbons. “Thrice was I beaten 
with rods, once was I stoned, three times I suffered 
shipwreck, a night and a day I have been in the deep; 
in journeyings often, in perils of waters, in perils of 
robbers, in perils by my own countrymen, in perils by 
the heathen, in perils in the city, in perils in the wil- 
derness, in perils in the sea, in perils among false 
brethren, in weariness and painfulness, in watchings 
often, in hunger and thirst, in fastings, often, in cold 
and nakedness.” Yet Paul wrote that the sufferings 
of this world are not worthy to be compared with the 
glory that is ours. Christ demands all. 


FIRST STEP IN FOLLOWING 


Big crowds followed Jesus. Great crowds of people 
said, “Isn’t it wonderful.” Jesus made the blind to see, 
and the deaf to hear, and the dumb to speak and the 
lame to walk, and. the dead to rise. He fed 5,000 
people with five loaves and two fishes. He was a meal 
ticket! Social security from the cradle to the grave. 

When they began talking that way, Jesus turned 
and said to His disciples, “If any man will come after 
me, let him deny himself and take up his cross and 
follow Me.” But Jesus said, “I’m going to a cross! 
Unless you’re willing to go to that cross with Me, you 
cannot be My followers.” 

The Bible says that to be a true follower of Jesus 
Christ. you must deny yourself. You must deny your 
self-life, the flesh, the natural man. The self-life man- 
ifests itself in self-indulgences, self-love, self-will, self- 
seeking, self-pride. To different people it means differ- 
ent things; to one man, self may be intellectual pride, 
pleasure, family before Christ. The denial of self means 
to renounce self as master and accept Christ as Master, 
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to cease living a self-centered life. It-means that we~ 
die to the world’s riches, its amusements, its pleasures, 
its powers, its honors. And the only object in life now 
is that Christ be honored and glorified in our lives. 
Has that happened in your life? Have you made such 
an irrevocable commitment as that? 

His second condition was to take up the cross. But 
what is that cross? It is not the cross of punishment for 
sin. Only Christ could pay for our sins. It’s not a cross 
of gold, ivory or silver. It’s not poverty and sickness, 
nor the loss of friends. It’s not praying in public or 
witnessing for Christ, from which many may shrink. 
It’s not doing unpleasant duties; our burdens are not 
our crosses. Paul’s thorn in the flesh was not his cross. 

When Christ said, “Pick up the cross,” they were 
startled. They were amazed. What did He mean by 
that? The cross was a place of execution. It was like 
saying, “Pick up the gallows; pick up the electric chair 
and follow Me. I’m going to be executed. Come with 
Me to the place of execution and be executed with 
Me; identify yourself with Me in My suffering.” It 
means that you take your stand for the Lord Jesus no 
matter what it costs. It means crucifixion of self, and 
your desire for popularity and recognition; it may 
mean that you may be the scum of the world. It may 
mean that you become refuse, it may mean that you 
become a spectacle to the world, it may mean that 
you become foolishness to the world; it may mean all 
of those things. But you share the rejection of our 
Lord Jesus Christ; you identify yourself with Christ.

MASTER of the UNIVERSE 


Tremenpous power lies at the 
fingertips of the scientists of this nuclear age of guided 
missiles, H-bombs and earth satellites. But what sci- 
entist—even the greatest—would dare to claim that 
he had absolute power over the whole physical realm 
of nature? Who could be so bold as to claim that he 
was the Master of the Universe? Yet, more than 1900 
years ago—in an age of scientific ignorance and super- 
stition—a simple itinerant preacher made just such a 
preposterous claim for himself. 

“He’s an impostor, a fool!” someone might cry. But 
wait, let’s examine the evidence. 

Jesus, the carpenter’s son of Nazareth, in his own 
words claimed to be Master of the Universe. From 
the world of the infinitesimal microcosm with its nuclear 
particles to the world of the great unsearchable macro- 
cosm with its celestial spheres, he declared that he 
was Lord and Master. 

He demonstrated several times, for instance, that 
he controlled the great elemental forces of nature (sun, 
sea, earthquake and storm). One evening he was 
crossing the Sea of Galilee with his disciples in a small 
boat. A sudden violent storm whipped up. The great 
waves swamped the boat and it was about to capsize. 
In terror for their lives, the disciples awoke him, cry- 
ing for help. He calmly arose and said to the tempest, 
“Peace, be still” and immediately the wind ceased 
and there was a great calm. 

On the very day of his horrible execution, he still 
showed that he was Master of the forces of nature. 
For the space of three hours before his death, from 
noon until three o’clock in the afternoon, the sun failed 
and inky darkness covered the land. And at the very 
moment that he died, there was a terrific earthquake, 
splitting apart huge boulders, ripping open graves and 
spewing out the bodies of the dead. 


















































He once dared to defy the very force of gravity. In 
the dead of night the disciples were bucking a terrible 
headwind in the middle of the Sea of Galilee. Com- 
pletely exhausted by rowing against the gale, they 
were about to give up the struggle. Suddenly they were 
frightened by a ghost walking toward them on the 
water. When they saw that their “phantom” was really 
Jesus, Peter climbed overboard and tried to duplicate 
Jesus’ feat of walking on the water. But he sank igno- 
miniously and only Jesus’ timely assistance prevented 
his drowning. No one else could share Jesus’ mastery 
of nature. 

He proved that he was Master over the three realms 
of natural organic life. As the “Great Physician” he 
controlled the unseen world of the microorganisms 
(bacteria) centuries before the advent of antibiotics. 
He healed a dying boy with a burning fever without 
even seeing him. He cured a case of loathsome leprosy 
by a mere touch of his hand. 

He was the Master Botanist—ruler of the world of 
vegetation. One scorching hot day, after a long fa- 
tiguing journey, he was ravenously hungry. Spying a 
fig-tree in the distance, he eagerly approached it, 
expecting to satisfy his hunger from its luscious fruit. 
But to his utter dismay he discovered that, although 
there were plenty of rich green leaves, not a single 
fig was to be found anywhere. He said to the tree, 
“No more fruit shall ever grow on you!” and all at 
once it simply withered up and died. 

He was the Master Zoologist—ruler of the animal 
kingdom. Sitting in an old smelly fishing boat one day 
with Peter, Jesus said, “Put out into the deep and let 
down your nets for a catch.” 

“Master, we toiled all night and took nothing! But 
at your word I will let down the nets,” replied Peter. 
As soon as they had done this, the nets quickly came 
to life, filled to bursting with a tremendous shoal of 
fish. Fish, fish everywhere! There were so many that as 
the men continued to fill Peter’s boat and his partner’s, 
both boats began to sink. 

Paying taxes is, at best, a disagreeable business. 
When the grasping tax collector started heckling Jesus, 
he told Peter to open the mouth of the first fish he 
caught. In the fish’s mouth was a coin sufficient to 
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pay the tax both for him and Peter. Even the sea- 
creatures were subservient to his rule. 

He conclusively demonstrated his supernatural cre- 
ative power in three great realms—the physical, the 
spiritual and the cosmic. Nothing is closer to the heart 
of a man than the satisfaction of the physical basic 
needs of his own nature. Jesus claimed that he could 
satisfy every one of those essential needs. Food, of 
course, is the number one priority. Jesus proved his 
mastery in this field by creating bread and fish suffi- 
cient to feed more than 5,000 hungry mouths. 

Being a social creature, man also strives to satisfy 
his basic need for social contact and fellowship with 
his fellowmen. Jesus was also supreme here. As an 
invited guest, he was enjoying himself at a wedding 
reception. Unfortunately the bridegroom had under- 
estimated the capacity of his guests. So at the height 
of the festivities, he was embarrassed to discover that 
the supply of wine had run out. But Jesus rose to the 
occasion. Without the use of any chemical apparatus 
or reagents he changed some water into 150 gallons of 
the best wine anyone there had ever tasted! 

Even when the “physical” ceased to exist, Jesus 
still claimed to be Master! He demonstrated his amaz- 
ing power over the grim reaper of nature—Death 
itself—by raising dead corpses back to radiant life 
three different times. Here was a feat which the most 
advanced scientists of today cannot perform—the cre- 
ation of that vital force called Life. 

He underscored his absolute mastery over Life and 
Death by predicting and then accomplishing his own 
resurrection from the dead.

What Is Spirituality? 


Here’s your chance to check 
your list of do’s and don’t’s with 
the biblical standard of what makes a 


person spiritual. 


Few American churches would be so exactingly 
orthodox as to smell a man to see if he had been 
visiting the local beer parlor before letting him into 
a church service. But do American Christians often 
set up a mental sniffer to test the habits of other 
believers? And does not the result of this mental 
sniffing often set the criterion by which some people 
judge whether or not others are spiritual? 

Somehow the idea prevails in many parts of the 
world that one of the main elements of spirituality is 
abstinence from certain practices. At a missionary 
language school in the Orient a girl from the East 
said she could not wear sandals with a clear con- 
science, while a Scandinavian boy was startled to see 
English Christians play football. German girls were 
horrified to find women who considered themselves 
Christians who waved their hair. A girl from western 
Canada thought it terrible for a Christian girl to wear 
an engagement ring, whereas a European lass thought 
it almost immoral for an engaged girl not to wear a 
ring. 

Likewise, in America, many think spirituality con- 
sists mainly in refraining from a certain set of social 
practices, like the movies, dancing, card-playing, 
drinking and smoking. It may well be that a Christian, 
in the interest of his best spiritual life, will avoid 
certain habits. But merely because one observes a set 
of man-made “don’t’s” or follows cultural taboos, it 
does not necessarily follow that he is spiritual. On the 
basis of not doing certain things, department-store 
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dummies and people in the cemetery would qualify 
for top spirituality. 

Some people have their “do’s” as well as their 
“don’t’s.” A list of rules which in their books mark a 
spiritual person includes such things as reading a 
chapter from the Bible each day, having a prayer list, 
tithing, attendance at Sunday evening service and mid- 
week meeting, passing out tracts and a very sombre 
countenance. But these things can be done mechan- 
ically without a right heart attitude. 

Too often outward observance degenerates into 
hypocrisy. The Pharisees wore little square boxes on 
their arms and forehead, dabbed their faces with ashes 
and blew trumpets so all could know of their zeal for 
the Scriptures, fasting and generosity. But our Lord, 
interested in inner reality rather than outward show, 
compared them to whited sepulchres, beautiful out- 
ward, but within, full of dead men’s bones and all 
uncleanness. 

Spirituality involves pure motives. Two deeds may 
appear identical on the surface, but be entirely differ- 
ent in God’s sight. One person may pray because he 
likes the sound of his voice, another to glorify God. 

The grave danger in resolving spirituality into a 
series of “do’s” and “don’t’s” is that it leads people 
to check their lives against this limited list and to come 
up with the conclusion they are quite righteous. It 
caters to spiritual pride and twentieth century 
Phariseeism, distasteful to God. 

Fuss-budgets of self-righteousness often compare 
themselves with others. The result is a sense of supe- 
riority. Noting that others do not attend evening serv- 
ice, nor prayer meeting, or that they attend some 
questionable places which we abhor, we subconsciously 
reason, “I’m more spiritual then he!” Like the Pharisee 
we say, “I thank Thee I am not as other men.” The 
moment we become holier-than-thou, we reek with 
spiritual pride, a sin far worse in God’s sight than the 
item we condemn in another. - 

Phariseeism leads to playing God. We become in- 
tolerant of those who do not conform to our beliefs 
and practices. A missionary on furlough was enter- 
tained in a home one Sunday. He began to use his 
portable typewriter to catch up on correspondence. 
The hostess strongly rebuked him for violation of the 
Sabbath. Later the lady admitted she wrote letters on 
Sunday, but by pencil, not by typewriter. 

Humility saturates true spirituality, which doesn’t 
permit its possessors to boast of their converts, books, 
education, religious achievement, nor fidelity to spir- 
itual duties. Rather than give himself a good grade in 
the Christian life and look down on others who don’t 
conform to his ways, a spiritual person will see how 
far short of God’s perfection he falls. We can never

be proud of our spirituality, nor will we know it if we ‘ 
possess it. Like elusive humility, the moment we think 
we have spirituality, we can be sure it has slipped 
away. 

Not only will we be unaware of spirituality in our 
own lives, but we may not recognize it in others. Many 
who are first down here will be last up there. Unknown 
to their fellow-men, they have visited the fatherless 
and widows, the sick and imprisoned, have given cups 
of cold water in Jesus’ name. When the fires of future 
judgment try our works, many who are leaders in 
church life will be stripped of pretense, while many 
self-effacing will be highly rewarded for their quiet 
performance of deeds of mercy. 

Hence spirituality may involve the less spectacular. 
A young mother started several children’s Bible clubs. ~ 
So active was she, that other young Christian mothers 
who couldn’t devote the same time to Christian work 
envied her. One day the active worker confessed that 
her main reason for starting so many clubs was to 
give herself an out from housework which she strongly 
disliked. Genuine spirituality prompts faithfulness in 
the less glamorous and more monotonous routine of 
dishes, diapers and dusting. It also demands of every 
Christian employee his best work in the common tasks 
of secular employment. 

After all, is not spirituality simply control by the 
Spirit of God in all areas of life? Is not the spiritual 
person the one who has been regenerated by the Spirit, 
is being led by the Spirit, and is producing the fruit of 
the Spirit in daily living? And is not love the main 
fruit of the Holy Spirit? (Continued on page 39)

A Million 


The deep rumblings of racial 
disturbance throughout Africa challenges 
the Christian church 

to its supreme struggle.

I AM WRITING as the Russian 
sputniks race across African skies. 

I write as one who belongs to Africa. Africa is my 
one and only fatherland, for though I have a white 
skin, my people have lived in Southern Africa ever 
since 1688. They migrated to Africa in that year as 
part of a contingent of French Huguenots, who settled 
under the old Dutch East India Company’s regime near 
Cape Town. 

For nearly 300 years they have shared the joys and 
sorrows of this land and helped to build up western 
civilization and the Christian church in this part of Af- 
rica. This is my home and the home of my people. On a 
material level, almost everything worthwhile in South- 
ern Africa was built by my forbears whether they were 
of French, Dutch, English or German descent. I love 
Africa and its people. But at times I fear Africa and its 
people—white and black people alike. 

For when I try to fit Africa into the world picture I 
see a million danger signals ahead. I do not see these 
danger signals merely because I am a Caucasian. If I 
had been a colored Christian I could at least have seen 
some of the same danger signals. As a white man I am 
aware of the mounting color tension in all parts of Af- 
rica and especially in Southern Africa. I hear the deep 
rumblings of a gathering storm which no government 
seems to have the clue to avert. Africa is drawn into 
the great world drama at a tremendous pace and the 
great world tides are moving and shaping the African 
drama and mentality with mounting decisiveness. 


The author is professor of the History of 
Christianity in the University of Pretoria, 
South Africa. 
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People in other lands or newcomers to Africa seem to 
know all the answers. One who has lived here all his life 
is not so sure. The apartheids policies of the Nationalist 
Government of the Union of South Africa moves into 
a gathering storm but so does the partnership policy of 
the Federation of the Rhodesias and Nyasaland or the 
more “liberal” policies of the British in East Africa. 

Though I have often opposed certain aspects of the 
apartheids policy, there is no clear cut alternative at the 
present time. The situation is extremely complicated 
and emotional appeals sway all groups to a large extent. 
How difficult and complicated the situation really is 
must be clear from the fact that the Anglican Church, 
most outspoken critic of the apartheids policies of the 
present government, has itself through all the years 
never enrolled a single Bantu student in its own all 
white church schools! And for very obvious reasons. 

It must also be stated that on the material level—

housing, health and education—more is being done for 
the colored people in South Africa than anywhere else 
on the African Continent. 

No major political party in South Africa will even 
attempt to champion a policy which does not at least 
envisage a state in which there will not for many years . 
to come be some sort of segregation or separate devel- 
opment between whites and colored people. It is only a 
question of degree though this may on the long run be 
extremely important and even decisive. Must segrega- 
tion be forced on racial groups at all costs, or must we 
acknowledge a sort of natural segregation under speci- 
fic circumstances, with a slow but steady growth in op- 
portunities for the Africans. No major political party 
has ever propagated a policy of immediate and full 
scale integration in all spheres. 

I am personally convinced that any such policy must 
fail in the face of the hard realities of the situation as it

has developed through generations of African history. 

But, and this is my firm conviction, no form of so- 
ciety can last in which a majority of people faces a fu- 
ture which to them seems without hope. True, people 
who propagate a system of absolute territorial apartheid 
are convinced that their scheme will bring to the African 
in his own area every opportunity the white man has in 
his. But the Africans are not convinced. All they see is 
the fact that 80 per cent of the South African people 
(colored) “will have less than 20 per cent of the avail- 
able land, and 20 per cent of the total population (the 
whites) will have more than 80 per cent. Furthermore in 
any system of territorial segregation there must be too 
much shunting around of colored racial groups by the 
whites in control. White farmers and industrialists 
would, if any government really set out on a rigorous 
system of territorial segregation, be up in arms because 
they would not be willing to be deprived of their cheap 
labor. (Any such system would mean that the African 
workers would be drawn back into their own areas.) 

But while African governments are struggling to find 
a key to racial peace with few signs of lasting success, I 
believe that the church of Jesus Christ is and remains 
the decisive factor. If the church fails or falls by the 
way, the future of Africa is dark indeed. The task of 
the church in Africa seems to me to center around 
these two basic points: Firstly, the church must witness, 
must evangelize and win the African masses for 
Christ; secondly, the church must create real commu- 
nity between the different racial groups within its own 
ranks. 

If the church fails in the first, Africa will become Mo- 
hammedan or Communist; if it fails in the second, the 
evangelized African will in the long run turn his back on 
western Christianity and, maybe, on Christianity itself. 

When I say that the Christian church must create 
real community between the different racial groups 
within its fold I do not mean that the church must con- 
demn separate churches for different racial groups on 
cultural, linguistic or other grounds, but I do mean that 
the church must rid itself completely of any and all at- 
tempts at exclusion of any believer from any church or 
service on any of these grounds. If the church fails to 
create real community, the African, uprooted in a 
changing world, will in the long run fall prey to Islam 
or Communism. 

As to the church’s duty and opportunity to witness 
and evangelize the African masses, more intensified 
and unified action is imperative. 

Let us have a look at Africa. No one knows the ex- 
act population of Africa. But 200 million may be a safe 
guide. What applies to the total population of Africa 
likewise applies to the total number of Christians- 

Taking everything into consideration and even in-

cluding the Copts as well as many more or less exotic 
types of “Christian” African groups, I would say that 
30 million is the absolute maximum. 

Over against this Christian element made up of lit- 
erally hundreds of different denominations or groups, 
we have an Islamic community of at least 65 million. 
That means that we have more than two Moslems for 
every one Christian on the African continent. 

Islam not only has a great solid block in North Af- 
rica and Egypt, but it has colonies of adherents in many 
parts of Africa especially along the whole African East 
Coast and even way down in the Cape of Good Hope on 
the tip of Africa. Most of these Moslems, of course, are 
East Indians. But in the great missionary strategy they 
are extremely important especially in the light of the 
renaissance of Egypt on the African Continent and in 
Near Eastern affairs and the rapid upsurge of Islamic 
nationalism as seen in the latest merger moves between 
Egypt and Syria, for instance. 

Any one who looks at a map of Africa must be 
struck by the fact that the North and East coasts of Af- 
rica bordering on the Mediterranean and Red seas and 
on the wide Indian Ocean lie invitingly open towards the 
Islamic world. 

If Christianity is not wide awake and on the move, 
Islam may soon win the race for the heart of the 
African. 

In this discussion we have not even mentioned the 
threat of Communism with growing evidences of Rus- 
sian interest in Africa. With Egypt’s position on the 
northern gateways of Africa and the vast Nile regions, 
with growing Russian influence in this Moslem country 
and in the new independent African states, the red 
warning lights are up. 

Personally I am not over worried that the Moslem 
world will suddenly turn Communist or the individual 
Moslem for that matter. We Christians have learned 
through many frustrating years how extremely difficult 
it is to convert a Moslem. The Communists will prob- 
ably fare no better. But on the economic and internation- 
al fronts the Moslem states may cooperate to such a de- 
gree with Russia and be so drawn into the Communist 
orbit, that Russia will find open doors to Africa. 

Truly Africa confronts the Christian Church! 

Christian churches in Africa are awakening to a 
realization of the grave struggle ahead. My own church 
has through the past few years greatly expanded its 
missionary activities. New men are entering new fields 
of opportunity almost weekly. 

May I as one African Christian flashlight the need 
of Africa for Christ to all Christians and churches in 
your great land. The Russian satellites have raised the 
eyes of all Africans towards the heavens. May the 
Christian Church fix their gaze on the Son of God.

One OF the most complex prob- 
lems to face the average Christian, not to mention the 
theologian, is his relationship to Old Testament law. 
Through the centuries, two prominent schools of 
thought have debated this subject. 

The first leading school has maintained that since 
the Christian is “under grace” (Rom. 6:15), he has 
nothing whatsoever to do with law. This concept is 
known as antinomianism (anti—against; nomos— 
law: Greek). But another equally influential school 
has maintained that the moral law of God, as summed 
up in the Ten Commandments, is God’s standard of 
righteousness and must be kept today even as it was 
before Christ was born. For a few who hold this be- 
lief, eternal salvation itself is forfeit if the law is not 
kept by the Christian. 

These two schools have had many advocates; the 
latter, however, boasts the better-known theologians, 
such as Luther, Calvin, Knox and Wesley. Bible com- 
mentators such as Matthew Henry, William Ellicott, 
Albert Barnes and Adam Clark as well as practically 
all historic church catechisms support their position. 

The best known contemporary proponent of this 
school is the Seventh-day Adventist Church which 
bases its sabbath observance squarely upon the fourth 
commandment. 

The key. to this entire problem is the word law. 
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LAW 


What effect does 


the Old Testament law have upon you? 


If this word is not clearly understood, confusion will 
continue to reign. 

In the New Testament the term law is always a 
unit composed of various aspects; i.e. morals, cer- 
emonial, civil, etc. Dr. Robert Girdlestone in his 
Synonyms of the Old Testament clarifies this position: 
“The word nomos is very frequently used of the law 
of Moses which is regarded of both the Old and New 
Testaments as one, though containing many entolai 
or specified commandments (Matt. 22:36). This law 
is also called the law of the Lord because though it 
was given by Moses (John 1:17) and by the dis- 
position of angels (Acts 7:53), it really represented 
the will of the Lord God (Luke 2:23). 

“In the four gospels and Acts, the law is referred 
to 50 times and generally in the sense now mentioned; 
in some passages, however, it specifically designates 
the books of Moses according to the ordinary Jewish 
mode of dividing the Old Testament.” 

Any concordance of the Greek New Testament will 
rapidly substantiate Dr. Girdlestone’s statement and 
even a cursory reading of the New Testament will 
reveal that the law was considered by Christ and the 
apostles to be a unit. 

In over 20 passages of the New Testament, a dozen 
of them in the words of Jesus Christ, the Holy Spirit 
teaches that there is but one law and further that 
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this law is not only in the five books of Moses but in 
the Prophets and the Psalms as well. 

Going one step further, a study of many passages 
in the New Testament reveal the law to be one tre- 
mendous structure comprised of moral, ceremonial, 
civil, judicial and prophetic aspects. (Compare John 
8:17 with Deuteronomy 19:15; John 10:34 with 
Psalm 82:6; John 12:34 with Psalm 82:16; John 12: 
34 with Psalm 72:17 and 102:23-27; John 15:25 with 
Psalm 35:19 and 69:41; John 19:7 with Lev. 24:16. 
In all of these passages, moral, ceremonial, and pro- 
phetic aspects are all spoken of as “the law.” ) 

With this definition of law, we can now discuss the 
two major views. The first view, antinomianism, can 
be dispensed with quickly since the Bible nowhere 
condones lawlessness. 

In fact the Apostle Paul destroyed the antinomian 
heresy with the words, “Do we then make void the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, we establish the law” 
(Romans 3:31). 

In its desire to free the Christian from the yoke of 
Jewish observances, antinomianism pressed its point 
too far. As such, it must be rejected as anti-scriptural. 

The principles of the law, based on the eternal 
moral character of God, are unchanging and per- 
manent. But—and here is the scriptural teaching— 
they have been reembodied and fulfilled m a higher 
law. 

Although buttressed by a massive wave of scholarly 
opinion, the second school of thought operates on a 
totally arbitrary distinction between aspects of the 
law—moral and ceremonial. 

Proponents of this view hold that the ceremonial 
aspects of the law (burnt offerings, dietary restrictions, 
feast days, washing, etc.) were abolished at the cross, 
but that the moral law of God—the Ten Command- 
ments—s still binding upon Christians today. 

Those who hold this particular theory, the dual-law 
concept, divide the law of God into separate codes, 
such as moral, ceremonial and judicial. But such is 
not the case at all. 

Certainly, the law has moral and ceremonial as- 
pects, but these are only aspects, not separate codes or 
units. They are parts of the one law which “was our 
schoolmaster to bring us unto Christ that we might be 
justified by faith” (Gal. 3:24). 

The Apostle Paul was most certainly an authority 
on the law as a complete unit under the Old Covenant. 
And yet it is he who fearlessly declared: “But after 
that faith has come, we are no longer under a school- 
master.” And he stated further: “Stand fast therefore 
in the liberty wherewith Christ hath made us free, and 
be not entangled again with the yoke of bondage. . . . 
Christ is become of no effect unto you, whosoever of 
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you are justified by the law: you are fallen from 
grace” (Gal. 5:1, 4). 

In the Greek the word schoolmaster is in the sin- 
gular. If proponents of the two-law theory wish to be 
consistent, they must explain why the Apostle Paul 
described the law as a unit. Paul did not say “Where- 
fore the laws were our schoolmasters to bring us to 
Christ.” No, he spoke of the law as a unit. 

As he develops his argument against the Galatian 
legalists, Paul consistently hammers home the idea 
that the Galatians whom he describes as “foolish” 
are in effect attempting to perfect in the flesh by the 
obedience to laws what they began in the spirit when 
they accepted Jesus Christ and were justified by faith 
(Gal. 3:3). 

Paul sums up his argument by stating “But if ye be 
led of the Spirit, ye are not under the law” (Gal. 
5:18), strong evidence that he did not accept any 
divisions of the law into separate codes. 


THE NEW LAW’S FULFILLMENT 


In Galatians, Paul emphatically states that “all the 
law is fulfilled in one word, even in this; Thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself” (Gal. 5:14). 

Of course, this was not new. Jesus Christ Himself 
said, “Therefore all things whatsoever ye would that 
men should do to you, do ye even so to them: for this 
is the law and the prophets . . . Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy mind. This is the first and great 
commandment. And the-.second is like unto it, Thou 
shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. On these two com- 
mandments hang all the law and the prophets” (Matt. 
7:12; 22:37-40). 

In John 13, Christ further enunciated this principle 
by giving a new commandment to Christians, a com- 
mandment which by its very observation embodies all 
the moral principles of all the moral laws ever given: 
“A new commandment I give unto you, That ye love 
one another; as I have loved you, that ye also love 
one another. By this shall all men know that ye are 
my disciples, if ye have love one for another.” 

Amplifying this statement, the Apostle Paul in 
Romans 13 destroys the basic argument of those who 
hold the dual-law theory. He quotes the Decalogue 
itself and then makes an astounding statement: 

“Owe no man anything, but to love one another: 
for he that loveth another hath fulfilled the law. For 
this, Thou shalt not commit adultery, Thou shalt not 
kill, Thou shalt not steal, Thou shalt not bear false 
witness, Thou shalt not covet; and if there be any 
other commandment, it is briefly comprehended in this 
saying, namely, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self. Love worketh no ill to his neighbor: therefore 
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love is the fulfilling of the law” (Rom. 13:8-10). 

Upon the great imperative of love, all law and the 
teachings of the prophets themselves are suspended 
so that the Christian who stands justified on the basis 
of faith in Jesus Christ, solely by grace, “walks after 
the Spirit,” and “the righteousness of the law” (not 
the law itself) is fulfilled in us (Rom. 8:4), and “the 
law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath made me 
free from the law of sin and death” (Rom. 8:2). 
Henceforth, we are to obey only the imperative of love 
upon which “hangs all the law and the prophets” or as 
St. Paul put it, “love is the fulfilling of the law.” 

We readily admit that all of the principles contained 
in the Decalogue with the exception of the fourth 
commandment are re-emphasized in the New Testa- 
ment. We also admit that almost 140 other command- 
ments are listed. But we must accept the verdict of our 
Lord and the greatest authority on the law outside 
of Him, the Apostle Paul, when they state unequiv- 
ocably that the great principle of love, which is the 
basic nature of God Himself, undergirds the whole 
superstructure of law. If one loves the Lord God with 
all his being and his neighbor as himself, all the 
principles of the law have been fulfilled. 

Significantly, those who hold to the dual-law theory 
cannot bring one verse of Scripture to their support 
outside of the practices of inference, implication, and 
deduction to prove that love has not by its very nature 
fulfilled all commandments and laws. If we are to take 
Paul at his word, “and if there be any other com- 
mandment, it is briefly comprehended in this saying, 
namely, Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thyself. . . 
Therefore love is the fulfilling of the law,” the whole 
dual-law concept and the conjecture that moral law 
is still the binding schoolmaster collapses of its own 
weight. 


THE GREAT DILEMMA 


While we reject antinomianism, we in no sense en- 
dorse the second school. In order to escape one di- 
lemma, it has created the greater problem. 

Beyond this, we also reject the second school of 
thought because we believe it to be a direct violation 
of clear New Testament teaching. 

The Bible teaches that Christ fulfilled the demands 
of the law by both His perfect life of obedience and 
His perfect vicarious sacrifice. Therefore, the Chris- 
tian cannot jin any sense add to the completed work 
of our Lord. It is our contention that the two-law 
theory leads directly to this by forcing the Christian 
away from the perfect law of liberty and the im- 
perative of love and casting him in the legalistic frame- 
work of the Old Covenant. Obedience to the law then 
becomes once again a duty, motivated chiefly by fear 
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of retaliation, instead of a natural pattern of enten 
motivated by love of the Redeemer. 

However, lest we be led into the error of the re- 
formers who “loved the law back into the Christian 
life,” we must clearly understand the basis of their 
mistake. 

A great dilemma faced Reformation theologians 
after the break with Rome. How could they remain 
true to the great doctrines of salvation by grace alone 
and justification by faith, without at the same time 
undermining the newly won confidence of the almost 
totally unschooled laity who had been raised upon the 
doctrines of salvation by sacraments and justification 
by works? 

In addition to this, Roman Catholicism was con- 
stantly emphasizing the moral lawlessness which they — 
declared would follow in the wake of accepting sal- 
vation and justification by faith. To have emphasized 
the simple biblical teaching of “love fulfilling the law” 
(Romans 13) with the people lacking even a rudi- 
mentary knowledge of “the perfect law of liberty” 
(Jas. 1:25) and “the law of the spirit of life in 
Christ Jesus” (Rom. 8:2), in the face of Rome’s 
insistence upon the keeping of the Ten Command- 
ments, would have been theological suicide. The per- 
petuity of the Decalogue then appeared to be the 
only solution to this dilemma, and they embraced it 
eagerly as a panacea. 

This dual-law concept appealed strongly both to the 
carnal nature of man which seeks self-justification by 
personal effort and to the type of mind reared in 
Catholic sacramentalism. So the reformers apparently 
committed themselves to such premises without real- 
izing the utterly legalistic conclusion it would inev- 
itably reach. 

Another prominent contributary factor (still current 
in the writings of Bible commentators) was what was 
felt to be the necessity of reinstituting and reinforcing 
a “Christian sabbath,” and so the reformers were led 
back to the Decalogue with its “keep holy the sab- 
bath” injunction. 

How else could they argue for it apart from the 
Decalogue? Neither the Lord’s Day nor the sabbath 
were ever enjoined upon Christians. In fact, Paul 
clearly taught the direct opposite in both Romans 14: 
5, 6 and Galatians 4:10, 11. What the reformers and 
their followers failed to see, however, was that once 
the Decalogue was declared to be perpetual, so also 
by logical consistency was the seventh-day sabbath, 
which they inconsistently transferred to the first day 
of the week without any scriptural warrant whatso- 
ever. 

Since the reformers accepted the dual-law theory

D R. Charles Hodge, 
Princeton Seminary’s best known theo- 
logian, was born in 1797. His father 
was of a family of successful merchants 
who emigrated to Philadelphia from the 
north of Ireland. His mother was a New 
England Blanchard. 

His life spanned the founding of 
Princeton Seminary in 1812 by Dr. 
Archibald Alexander, his great friend 
and mentor, to its establishment as 
one of the world’s best-known citadels 
of orthodoxy and biblical Christianity 
sometime before his death in 1878. 

For 43 years he was the editor of 
the Princeton Review, known at the 
time as the best theological journal 
in the English language. He himself 
was also a_ prolific writer and 
publisher. Not only his 2,200-page 
Systematic Theology, but also his 
Commentaries on Romans, Corinthi- 
ans, and Ephesians are still in print. 

His work was characterized by 
great forcefulness and clarity in pres- 
entation, a complete mastery of his 
subject, and a certain sweetness and 
consideration for the feelings of oth- 
ers, even in controversy, which was the 
wonder of friend and foe alike. 

The real strength of his position, 
however, came from its being strictly 
biblical. On the occasion of his semi- 
centennial as professor in the Sem- 
inary, Dr. Henry A. Boardman re- 
marked: “A censorious critic said the 
other day: ‘It is enough for Dr. Hodge 
to believe a thing to be true that he 
finds it in the Bible!’ We accept the 
token. Dr. Hodge has never got be- 
yond the Bible. It contains every jot 
and tittle of his theology. And woe be 
to this seminary whenever any man

shall be called to fill one of its chairs 
who gets his theology from any other 
source.” 

In his own comments on the man- 
ner in which the Princeton Review 
had been conducted by its editors, 
Dr. Hodge said: “When a matter, 
either of doctrine or morals, came 
under discussion, the question with 
them was ‘What saith the Lord? 
Nothing that the Bible pronounces 
true can be false; nothing that it de- 
clares to be false can be true; nothing 
is obligatory on the conscience but 
what it enjoins; nothing can be sin 
but what it condemns.” 

Hodge’s strictly biblical position led 
him to make pronouncements regard- 
ing a Christian’s personal social con- 
duct, which for his day, were liberal 
indeed, and still offend many; to 
champion parochial schools and the 
teaching of religion in public schools, 
at government expense; to: adopt a 
position on slavery opposed to the 
abolitionists, yet one which would 
have freed the slaves, and finally 
raised them to such a place of equality 
in society as no modern integrationist 
can equal in his goal, yet in a manner 
and on such a basis as no Christian 
can biblically deny! 

He never gave an inch to Rome, 
and was the author of the Assembly’s 
famous Answer to the invitation of 
Pope Pius IX “to return to the only 
one fold” in 1869. Yet, he vigorously 
championed the validity of Roman 
baptism, and obtained almost single- 
handed a reversal of the judgment of 
the General Assembly of 1845 on that 
subject. 

A hitherto unpublished sermon by 


Dr. Hodge on “The Unity of the 
Church” was presented to Princeton 
Theological Seminary several years 
ago by one of his grand-daughters, 
Miss Sara Madeline Hodge, along with 
certain of his journals, lecturé notes, 
and other sermon manuscripts. 

Notes on the manuscript indicate 
that Dr. Hodge preached this sermon 
only three times: first, on April 29, 
1866 in the Rev. Alfred Hosea 
Kellogg’s church in New York City; 
second, on January 13, 1867, in the 
Chapel of the Seminary; third, at a 
time and place unknown, indicated by 
the appearance on the manuscript of 
a third set of hymn selections for use 
in an accompanying service. 

The church in which Dr. Hodge 
first preached this sermon was known 
in 1866 as the University Place 


‘Church, which in that year reported 


only 330 members and 500 pupils in 
Sunday school. Dr. Hodge was better 
known as a writer and lecturer than 
as a preacher, and since he never 
published this sermon, it is probable 
that it never received from his preach- 
ing of it alone, the attention it so well 
deserves. 

Its publication has been made pos- 
sible by the permission of Miss Sara 
Madeline Hodge and the other Hodge 
heirs, and by the kindness of Dr. 
Kenneth S. Gapp, librarian of Prince- 
ton Theological Seminary, the custo- 
dian of the manuscript, for whose 
enthusiasm and helpfulness I am most 
grateful. Thanks are also due to Dr. 
Charles Anderson, librarian of the 
Presbyterian Historical Society, Phil- 
adelphia, for furnishing certain infor- 
mation on Dr. Hodge’s biography.

Although first preached in New York City in 
1866, this sermon has never been as relevant 


as it is now for twentieth century Christians. 


zt HE UNITY of the Church is one of the most clearly revealed 
doctrines of the Bible. There is one fold, and one shepherd; one king, and one 
kingdom; one temple, an habitation of God through the Spirit; one vine, of which 
all believers are the branches; one body, of which all are members. The very 
expression “the Church,” so familiar to the ears of the readers of the Scriptures, 
implies that there can be but one Church which Christ loved and for which He 
died. 

I. This one Church includes the saints in heaven as well as those on earth. 
Both classes belong to that kingdom of which Christ is the Lord, and to that body 
of which He is the head. There is but one Father of whom the whole family in 
heaven and earth is named. 

Such has been the common faith of Christians. They are taught to say: “We 
believe in the Holy Catholic Church.” On this point there has never been any 
diversity of opinion. 

II. A second point no less clear is that believers are one in virtue of their union 
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with Christ. They are one body in Christ Jesus. He is 
the vine. They are the branches. Union with the same 
vine makes the branches one. He is the head. We are 
the members. Only those in vital union with the head 
are members of the body of Christ, which is His 
Church. He is the corner stone. Only those resting on 
Him belong to the temple of God. We are one body, 
says the Apostle, because we are all partakers of one 
bread, i.e. of Christ. “We being many are one body in 
Christ” (Rom. 12:5). “There is neither Jew nor Greek, 
there is neither bond nor free, there is neither male 
nor female: for ye are all one in Christ Jesus” (Gal. 
3:28). This again is a matter which has never been 
disputed. Union with Christ makes all believers one 


body. 
WHAT CONSTITUTES UNION? 


Ill. The next question is, what constitutes union 
with Christ? Who are in Him, in the Scriptural sense 
of those words? This is a question which cannot be 
answered in a simple sentence, because that union is 
manifold, and includes three distinct, although inti- 
mately related elements. 

1. We are said to be in Him before the founda- 
tion of the world. There is a union in idea, in thought, 
of purpose, which antedates all that is real and actual. 
As we were in Adam before we were born, so we were 
in Christ before the worlds were made. This covenant 
union secured actual, living, saving union in time, 
according to the terms of the compact between the 
Father and the Son, on which it is founded. 

2. Those thus in Christ come into the world in a 
state of sin and condemnation, and so remain until 
united to Him, by the renewing of the Holy Ghost, and 
the indwelling of the Spirit. 

3. The first conscious exercise of the new life thus 
imparted is faith in Christ. As soon as the newborn 
child of God opens its eyes, it sees the glory of God 
in Jesus Christ, and receives Him as its God and 
Savior. The soul is now in Him by faith. Faith is the 
living, abiding, conscious bond of union between the 
soul and Christ. And hence in the Bible every thing 
that is attributed to union with Christ is attributed also 
to faith, so far as the actual and conscious participation 
of the benefits of His redemption is concerned. 

In Ephesians 3:17 it is said, Christ dwells in our 
hearts by faith. In I John 4:15 it is said: “Whoso- 
ever confesseth that Jesus is the Son of God, God 
dwelleth in him, and he in God.” As there is no con- 
demnation to those who are in Christ, so those who 
believe are not condemned. In Galatians 3:26 those 
who are in Christ are said to be the sons of God. 
And in the same passage we are said to become the 
sons of God by faith. If any man is in Christ he is a 


new creature; but he that believeth that Jesus is the 
Son of God is born of God (I John 5:1). 

It is by faith that we enter into that one kingdom 
of which He is the Lord, into that family of which 
He is the first-born; that we are ingrafted into that 
vine of which we are the branches, and become mem- 
bers of the body of which He is the head. Nothing 
can be plainer from the constant teachings of the 
Scriptures. The conscious, actual bond of union be- 
tween Christ and His people is faith. They are in Him 
by faith. Those who believe are members of His body, 
which is the Church. 


INDWELLING OF THE SPIRIT 


IV. The unity by faith is however due to the in- 
dwelling of the Holy Spirit; so that it is by one Spirit 
we are baptized into one body. As the vine is one 
because it has one life; and as the body is one, because 
animated by one soul, so the Church is one because 
there is one Spirit, the Holy Ghost, which is the Spirit 
of Christ, which is given to Him without measure, 
dwelling in all His members. They have a common 
life. It is not they that live, but Christ that liveth in 
them. “If any man have not the Spirit of Christ, he is 
none of His” (Rom. 8:9). “Know ye not,” says the 
Apostle, “that ye are the temple of God, and that the 
Spirit of God dwelleth in you?” (I Cor. 3:16). 

To this indwelling of the Spirit, the existence, con- 
tinuance, and fruits of spiritual life are referred. And 
this being the real bond of union between Christ and 
His people, and of their union one with another as 
members of His body, it is obvious that this must 
determine the nature of the unity of the Church, and 
all its legitimate or normal manifestations and fruits. 

1. First, then, the Church is one in faith. This 
follows because the Spirit is a teacher, and His teach- 
ing is common to all the people of God. The Spirit was 
promised to the disciples, and not exclusively to the 
apostles. Our Lord says of His followers: “They shall 
all be taught of God” (John 6:45). The Apostle says 
of believers: “Ye have an unction from the Holy One, 
and ye know all things. . . The anointing which ye 
have received of Him abideth in you, and ye need not 
that any man teach you, but the same anointing 
teacheth you all things, and is the truth” (I John 2: 
20, 27). The natural man, says St. Paul, receiveth not 
the things of the Spirit, neither can he know them, 
because they are spiritually discerned; but the spirit- 
ual man discerneth or knoweth all things. It was 
promised of old that when Christ came the Spirit should 
be poured upon all men, upon young and old, upon 
men servants and maid servants, and the effects of this 
affusion should be not only temporary miraculous gifts, 
but spiritual illumination and divine teaching. For it 
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is written of all the people of God: “I will put My 
laws into their minds, and write them in their hearts 
. . . and all shall know Me from the least unto the 
greatest” (Heb. 8:10-11). 

As this teaching of the Spirit is common to all, it 
must produce the same effect in all, and that effect 
must be a common faith. Hence the Apostle tells us 
that the Church has one faith, as well as one Lord 
and one baptism. All are baptized in the name of the 
same God, the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghost; 
all acknowledge Jesus Christ to be their Lord; and 
all believe the record which the Father has given of 
the Son. 

As the promises of God, however, do not secure 
perfection to the individual child of God in this life, 
neither perfection in holiness or in blessedness, so 
neither do they secure perfection in knowledge. And 
so long as knowledge is imperfect, it will be attended 
more or less with ignorance and diversity. 

In consistence, therefore, with this unity of faith in 
all that is necessary to the existence and fruits of the 
divine life, and to the salvation of the soul, there may 
be, and must be, in this world, differences of doctrine 
among the true members of the Church. Perfect unity 
is the goal toward which we tend. God has given us 
the means of instruction “until we all come to the 
unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son 
of God; unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ” (Eph. 4:13). So long 
as we know in part, so long as we see through a glags 
darkly, we must, within certain limits, see differently. 
But this is no more inconsistent with the real and 
living unity of faith than the different measures of our 
love and zeal are inconsistent with our having a com- 
mon God and Savior. 

What is declared in the Scriptures to be true is 
found to be true in fact. All Christians adopt the 
Apostles’ Creed. All historical churches subscribe to 
the doctrinal decisions of the first six Ecumenical 
Councils. Every doctrine essential to salvation is found 
in the creeds of the Greek, Latin, Lutheran, Reformed 
churches, and of every recognized Christian denom- 
ination on the face of the earth. In spite, therefore, 
of diversity of opinion on non-essential points, in spite, 
too, of mutual denunciations, and criminations, and 
sentences of excommunication, the Church emerges 
from the discord and tumult of conflict as one body, 
having one leader, and marshalled under one 
standard. 


ONE IN ITS INWARD LIFE 


2. The Church is one in its inward religious life. 
The indwelling of the Holy Spirit produces the same 
effects in the hearts of all believers. 
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Conviction, regeneration, sanctification are essen- 
tially the same process in all the children of God...All 
are convinced of guilt, and of the necessity of expi- 
ation; of pollution, and of the necessity of the renewing 
of the Holy Ghost. All are brought especially to ac- 
knowledge their just exposure to condemnation for the 
sin of not believing upon Christ. All are convinced of 
His righteousness, of the righteousness of His claim 
to be the Son of God, God manifest in the flesh, who 
has wrought out everlasting righteousness for us sin- 
ners, and that He is therefore the only Savior of the 
world. All therefore love, worship, and obey Him as 
their God, and trust Him as their Savior. All, too, are 
convinced of judgment, of the final condemnation of 
Satan and the overthrow of the kingdom of darkness. 

As human nature is everywhere the same, so that 
as in water face answers to face, heart answers to heart, 
so also one regenerate soul, the world over, answers to 
another. They all have the lineaments of their common 
Father. They are all more or less conformed to the 
image of Christ. They are one, therefore, by an in- 
timate, enduring community of spiritual life, derived 
from Christ, the head of the whole mystical body. 

3. The Church is one in virtue of the mutual love 
of all its members. The Spirit dwells in all believers 
as the Spirit of love. This is the test of discipleship. 
“Hereby shall all men know that ye are My disciples, 
if ye have love for one another” (John 13:35). “If 
aman... loveth not his brother whom he hath seen, 
how can he love God whom he hath not seen?” (I John 





DR. HODGE’S MANUSCRIPT 


This manuscript was re-discovered by Dr. David 
W. Baker of St. Davids, Pa., while undertaking some 
extensive research on possible changes that have 
occurred since 1789 in- the social and economic 
teachings and pronouncements of The Presbyterian 
Church, U.S.A., a subject on which Dr. Hodge is 
an important authority. 

So far as we have been able to ascertain it has 
never before been called to the attention of the 
Christian world. 

That it lay unnoticed for so long is very remark- 
able in view of the subject with which it deals. For 
in the opinion of his critics such as Prof. C. P. 
Krauth of the Lutheran Theological Seminary of 
Philadelphia, “the most important defect” in Hodge’s 
great three-volume Systematic Theology was that it 
did not “embrace a distinct and full treatment of the 
doctrine concerning the Church.” 

Yet, here it is—from a time antedating the pub- 
lication of his Systematic Theology by less than five 
years, and discussed in all the fullness and clarity 
so characteristic of his other writings. 
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4:20). This love is founded first on congeniality; the 
sameness of views, feelings, affections, and of objects 
of interest and pursuit. Secondly, it is founded upon 
relationship. They are brethren, children of the same 
Father, members of the same family, having a common 
object of adoration and love. 

It is vain to ask why relationship produces love. 
This is a law of our being, and the degree of love is 
in proportion to the intimacy of the relation. Members 
of the same nation have a feeling for each other which 
they have not for foreigners. Members of the same 
tribe or class in a community are bound together by 
a still closer tie. Parents and children, brothers and 
sisters constitute a unit in a yet higher scale; until we 
come to the vital union of the members of the same 
body, when the love becomes perfect. There can be 
no discord or alienation between the hands and feet, be- 
tween the eye and the ear. If one member suffers all 
the members suffer with it. And if one is honored all 
rejoice with it. 

EVIDENCED BY LOVE 


It is this union between the members of the human 
body which the Apostle selects to illustrate the union 
of believers. They are one, as the body is one. They 
have a common life, the necessary result of which is 
mutual sympathy and affection. One true Christian 
can no more hate another, without doing violence to 
his nature, than the foot can hate the hand, or the hand 
the foot. 

If brotherly love is the evidence of discipleship, the 
want of it is evidence that we are not disciples, that 
we have never been taught of God. “Behold how these 
Christians love another!” has been the exclamation 
of men of the world, in all ages, at every genuine 
exhibition of the Christian character. 

Love is active. It is an operative principle. Wherever 
it exists, it will manifest itself in its appropriate fruits. 

The mutual love of Christians, therefore, reveals 
itself; first, in mutual recognition. Christians know and 
acknowledge each other as brethren. One may be rich, 
the other poor; one bond, the other free; one a Greek, 
another a barbarian; one a Jew, another a Gentile; it 
makes no difference. All are one in Christ Jesus. They 
instinctively love, honor, and confide in each other as 
the common children of God. They recognize the dig- 
nity and the equality which belongs to this high re- 
lationship. Every believer has experienced this, and 
constantly experiences it in his own life. He knows 
that when he meets a true Christian in any part of the 
world, it matters not to what nation, or to what denomi- 
nation he may belong, his heart goes out to him, and 
he cannot help giving him the right hand of fellow- 
ship. He will acknowledge that he possesses all the 
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prerogatives and privileges of a child of God; that he 
is to be recognized as such and admitted to our Chris- 
tian fellowship and communion. He will pray with him, 
worship with him, and sit down with him at the com- 
mon table of the Lord. If this is not done, violence is 
done to the instincts of his Christian nature, and he 
withholds more or fewer of these recognitions of 
brotherhood out of regard to some external authority, 
or from obedience to some restrictive principle which 
is felt to be in conflict with the spirit of the Gospel. 

Love which spends itself in words, which merely 
says: “Be thou warmed and clothed,” is no love. The 
union which is produced by the Spirit of God among 
believers leads to a real brotherhood, a real community 
of interest, a real disposition to communicate of what 
we have, so that, as the Apostle says, there may be 
equality. 

The want of brotherhood, the isolation of Chris- 
tians, so that every one seems to be seeking his own, 
and not the welfare of others, is perhaps the most 
glaring defect of modern Christianity. It was not so at 
the beginning, and it will not be so.at the end. 

One of the first indications of the revival of the 
Church, one of the first evidences that strength is 
coming to her again for the conquest of the world will 
be the diffusion of this consciousness of brotherhood 
among all her members, so that no one will be dis- 
posed to say that aught of the things that he possesses 
is his own. 

Christianity, however, is not agrarian. It enjoins no 
community of goods. It does no violence to the laws of 
our nature. Even in the best regulated Christian fam- 
ilies there is often great disparity in the wealth and 
social position of its members. Nevertheless, they are 
brothers. They love each other as such, and are ever 
disposed to aid, comfort, and defend those with whom 
they are thus united. Thus it should be, and will be, 
in the brotherhood of Christians. If one suffers, all 
will suffer. If one is honored, all will rejoice. “Who is 
weak,” says Paul, “and I am not weak? Who is 
offended and I burn not?” (II Cor. 12:29). “Inas- 
much,” says our Lord, “as ye did it unto one of the 
least of these My brethren, ye did it unto Me” (Matt. 
25:40). 


CHRISTIANS DESIRE FELLOWSHIP 


What has yet been said of the unity of believers in 
faith, in Christian experience, in fellowship and love, 
concerns only their relation to each other as indi- 
viduals. This, however, is not all that is meant by the 
unity of the Church. 

The Holy Spirit, as He dwells in the hearts of the 
people of God, is a formative, organizing principle. 
Such is the nature of man as constituted by God that 
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he is a social being. Men by an inward law form 
themselves into families, tribes, and nations. This union 
of individuals into organized communities is necessary 
for security, for the well-being of the whole, and for 
the proper development of the individual. A hermit 
ceases almost to be a man. Half his nature lies dor- 
mant. All this is true of the Christian life. A solitary 
Christian is but half a Christian. There are elements of 
the spiritual life which can only be brought into action 
in organic union with his fellow Christians. 

Believers have feelings to be exercised, exigencies 
to be met, and duties to be performed, which assume 
and demand organic union with their fellow believers. 
Having a common God and Father, a common Savior, 
a common redemption, it is impossible that they should 
not unite in acts of worship. They are impelled by a 
law of their new nature to call on all who are of a 
like mind, all who are partakers of the same redemp- 
tion, to unite with them in the worshipping and prais- 
ing their common Redeemer. They have also the same 
necessities, the same dangers to fear, and the same 
blessings to seek. And therefore, just as a nation 
threatened with a common calamity, or groaning under 
a common judgment, unites in imploring the inter- 
vention of God in their behalf, so do Christians, whose 
common dangers are always imminent, and whose 
common wants are always urgent, must be statedly 
united, not only for worship and praise, but also for 
prayer. 

Besides this, as believers are spiritually one, as they 
are bound together as professors of the same faith, 
and servants of a common master, they have not only 
a mutual interest in each other’s welfare, but a mutual 
responsibility for each other’s conduct. They are jointly 
intrusted with their Master’s honor. They are therefore 
bound to decide who are, and who are not entitled 
to be recognized as Christians. They are essentially a 
communion, and must have the right of determining 
who are to be admitted to their fellowship, for whose 
faith and conduct they are jointly responsible. 

The New Testament, therefore, not only assumes 
that believers will associate for worship and mutual 
watch and care, but it abounds with instructions and 
exhortations addressed to them in their associated 
capacity, that is, as churches. Most of the epistles 
were written to such associations, and duties are en- 
joined upon them which can only be executed in their 
collective capacity. 

They are to receive and reject members. They are 
to conduct public worship. They are to provide for the 
instruction of the people and the propagation of the 
Gospel. They are to have their prescribed officers, and 
to unite in the celebration of the Lord’s Supper. 

The fact that believers in all ages under the guidance 
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of the Apostles, and from their day to this, have thus 
associated as churches, proves that such is the law of 
the Spirit. If what all men do is to be referred to a law 
of their nature, what all Christians do must be re- 
ferred to a law of their nature as Christians. 


BASIS OF DENOMINATIONS 


Since all believers, as such, stand in the same re- 
lation to each other, and as the impulse and obligation 
to associate is common to all, it is obvious that there is 
nothing except considerations of convenience to deter- 
mine the limits of such association or churches. Those 
living sufficiently near each other would naturally unite 
and form themselves into a Christian Church. Hence 
in the New Testament we read of the Church at 
Jerusalem, of the Church in Antioch, Philippi, and 
Corinth, and of the Churches of Judea and Galatia. 
Thus numerous individual churches were formed. Now 
as the unity of the Church does not stop with the 
inward spiritual unity of believers in faith and love, 
so neither does it stop with a like spiritual unity of 
individual, separate churches or congregations. There 
is no reason why it should stop there, and as an 
historical fact, it never has been thus limited. 

First, there is no reason why individual churches 
should remain isolated, without organic, visible union 
with other churches. They constitute one body. They 
stand to each other in a relation analogous to that in 
which individual believers sustain the one to another. 
They are bound to mutual recognition, to fellowship 
and intercommunion. A member of one is a member 
of all, for all have the same faith, the same Lord, the 
same terms of fellowship. A Christian in one place is 
a Christian in another place. His prerogatives arise 
out of his character and his relation to Christ, and 
therefore go with him wherever he goes. 

From this it follows that in the ideal or normal 
state of the Church, all separate churches would be 
one, so far as their membership is concerned. A mem- 
ber of the Church in Jerusalem, if he changed his 
residence, became of right a member of the Church of 
Antioch or Corinth, or wherever else he might fix his 
dwelling. 

Again, these separate churches are as much bound to 
be subject to one another as are individual believers. 
We are commanded to obey our brethren in the Lord, 
simply because they are our brethren; because they are 
the temple and agent of the Holy Ghost; and because 
they have a joint interest and responsibility in the 
character and conduct of all who profess the name of 
Christ. This obligation does not arise out of mere 
proximity of residence, and therefore is not limited to 
those who reside in the same place. Neither does it 
arise out of any covenant or mutual promise of obe- 
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dience, and therefore is not confined to those who 
may form that social compact. As it arises out of the 
indwelling of the Holy Ghost, it extends to all in whom 
the Spirit dwells, and is to be exercised, of course 
according to the rule of Christ, whatever that may be. 
But the point now is that the law of the Spirit tends 
to the organic union of separate churches in the same 
way and to the same extent that it tends to the ex- 
ternal union of believers in individual churches. 

In the second place, what is thus seen to be the law 
of the Spirit, or the tendency of the internal life of 
believers, is found to be the fact in the history of the 
Church. Wherever churches remain isolated, out of 
organic union with all other churches, that condition 
has been recognized as abnormal, as something to be 
accounted for, if not always justified, by ab extra 
influences. 

In the apostolic period all churches were united, 
not only, as was remarked, because a member of one 
was entitled to membership in all, but each recognized 
all others as churches having all the Scriptural pre- 
rogatives and privileges of such organizations. They 
recognized the validity of each other’s ordinances. A 
man baptized or ordained in Jerusalem had not to be 
rebaptized or reordained when he went to Corinth. A 
man excommunicated by one Church was excluded 
from all. 

But besides all this, they were all subject to a com- 
mon authority. The Apostles were not diocesan bish- 
ops. Their jurisdiction extended over all Christians, 
and over all churches. This necessarily arose from 
their gifts and from their commission. Hence, Paul 
wrote to the Church at Rome with full apostolic 
authority before he had ever visited that city. Peter, 
in like manner, addressed as an Apostle and Elder the 
Churches of Pontus, Cappadocia, Asia, and Bithynia, 
in the center of the field of Paul’s missionary labors. 
The power thus assumed was not that of teaching only, 
but also of government. We find also that the Council 
of Jerusalem issued decrees for all the churches of the 
Gentiles to observe. 


STRIVING FOR UNITY 


What was true in the apostolic age has proved, as a 
general rule, true ever since. In nature every thing 
organic, every plant or animal, has a nisus formativus, 
by which it is impelled, as by an inward necessity, 
to assume the form suited to its nature. This inward 
impulse may be impeded or perverted by various cir- 
cumstances, so that the plant or animal may never 
attain to its normal condition. Nevertheless, it never 
fails to manifest its existence, and the state to which 
it tends. 

So it is with the Church. It has always striven after 





unity. This has been its characteristic in all ages. It 
gave rise to the ideas of heresy and schism. It man- 
ifested itself in the provincial and general councils. 
At the Reformation the same feeling revealed itself. 
The churches then formed ran together as naturally 
as drops of quicksilver. And when union was in any 
case prevented, it was by insuperable hindrances, which 
counteracted an obvious and admitted tendency, and 
was deplored as an evil. 

This historical fact, this continual effort of believers 
in all ages to present themselves before God and man 
as one body, is the revelation of an inward law which 
must be recognized as the law of the Spirit. It operates 
according to the command of Christ, and toward an 
end which He has taught us to regard as of the highest 
importance. 

The theory of the Church, therefore, everywhere 
presented in the Scriptures, is that believers are a band 
of brethren, children of the same Father, fellow- 
citizens, subject to the same King, united together as 
one mystical body by the indwelling of the Holy Spirit, 
and therefore having the same faith, the same inward 
life or experience, recognizing each other as fellow 
Christians, and loving each other as the hands sym- 
pathize with the feet, and the feet with the hands. 
This is the spiritual or mystical union of believers, as 
individuals, scattered over the face of the earth. 

But, as we have seen, as man is a social being, and 
is led to unite with his fellow men in organic, external 
societies, so believers, under the guidance of the Spirit, 
unite in forming themselves into separate, individual 
churches, for the purposes of worship, and mutual 
watch and care. Thus the inward unity of believers 
expresses itself in the outward union of church organi- 
zations. 

These separate churches, however, remain one: (1) 
Because they continue to be subject to the same Lord, 
to be animated by the same Spirit, and to possess the 
same faith; (2) Because they recognize each other 
as churches, just as every Christian recognizes every 
other Christian as a fellow believer, and consequently 
recognize each other’s members, ordinances, ministers, 
and acts of discipline; (3) They continue one body be- 
cause they are subject to one common tribunal. That 
common tribunal at first was the Apostles, now the 
Bible and the mind of the Church as a whole, ex- 
pressed sometimes in one way and sometimes in an- 
other. 

Such at least is the normal state of the Church. It 
is one body, not only in virtue of its spiritual unity, but 
externally, by the subjection of each part to the whole. 

It is a melancholy fact that this normal state has 
never been fully reached. It is a goal apparently as 
distant now as it was centuries ago. Still it should be 
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recognized as the goal to which the Church tends, for 
which she should strive, and the failure to attain which 
should be recognized as an imperfection and a sin. 

The causes which have prevented this normal unity 
of the Church are patent to every reader of its history. 
Some of these causes are altogether unworthy and 
evil, others are legitimate and worthy of respect, and 
such as, while they exist, should be patiently sub- 
mitted to. 

The former class do not demand our attention. 

The second consists in such conscientious differences 
of opinion on questions of doctrine and order as render 
harmonious action in one and the same externally 
united body impossible. It is better to separate than 
to quarrel or to oppress. Two cannot walk together 
unless they be agreed. 


IS DIVISION LEGITIMATE? 


External union is the product and expression of 
internal unity. The former cannot be safe or desirable 
when pressed beyond the latter. One of the greatest 
evils in the history of the Church has been the con- 
stantly recurring efforts to keep men united externally 
who were inwardly at variance. Such forced union must 
be insincere and pernicious. It leads to persecution, to 
hypocrisy, and to the suppression of the truth. Where 
two bodies of Christians differ so much either as to 
doctrine or order as to render their harmonious action 
in the same ecclesiastical body impossible, it is better 
that they should form distinct organizations. 

Such are the differences not only between Roman- 
ists and Protestants, but between Episcopalians and 
Presbyterians, between Presbyterians and Independ- 
ents. We may lament over such differences, and the 
separations, alienations, jealousies, and conflicts which 
they are adapted to produce, but no wise man would 
propose to act as though the differences did not exist. 
They are facts which must be recognized and taken into 
account. We may labor to remove them, and to pro- 
duce such unity of opinion as to render external union 
practicable and desirable, but until such unity is 
attained, all attempts at external union are premature 
and injurious. 

Admitting, therefore, that the existence of denom- 
inational churches, in the present state of Christendom, 
is unavoidable, the practical question is: What course 
ought they to pursue to increase their spiritual fellow- 
ship, and to diminish the evils of their external divisions? 

1. The first of those duties is mutual recognition. 
As we are bound to recognize every Christian as a 
Christian and treat him accordingly, so we are bound 
to recognize every Church as a Church, and treat it 
accordingly. And as we are not at liberty to give an 
arbitrary definition of a Christian so as to exclude any 
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of the true children of God, so we are not at liberty 
to give an arbitrary definition of the Church, so as to 
exclude any of the true Churches of our common 
Lord. 


WHAT IS A CHURCH? 


A Christian is a man united to Christ by the Holy 
Spirit. A Church is a number of such men united 
together for the purposes of Christian worship and 
mutual watch and care. This is the Scriptural definition 
which we are not at liberty to alter. 

The Church consists of the Called. And an organ- 
ized body of the Called, organized i.e. for church 
purposes, is a Church. Every where in the New Testa- 
ment the word ekklesia is used as a collective term for 
the kletot. As a man’s being a Christian does not 
depend on any thing external, upon stature, color, or 
nationality, so whether a body of Christians is a Church 
cannot depend upon the mode of their organization. 
There may be a wise or unwise, a good or bad, a 
Scriptural or unscriptural mode, but the form cannot 
be essential to the being of a Church unless it be 
essential to the Christianity of its members. Ubi Spir- 
itus Dei, ibi Ecclesia has been a motto and an axiom 
with evangelical men in all ages. 

There is indeed a theory which makes the form 
everything. Romanists teach that Christ gave the Holy 
Ghost to His Apostles, and with it the power to com- 
municate the Spirit by the imposition of hands. This 
gift and power they transmitted to their official suc- 
cessors, and they again to theirs in unbroken succession. 
It is in the line of this succession that the Spirit works. 
His saving influences are imparted to those only who 
receive the sacraments from men who have the super- 
natural power to render them efficacious. As no man, 
therefore, can be a Christian, who is not subject to 
those thus commissioned to impart the Holy Ghost, 
of course no organization can be a Church unless it 
be subject to the exclusive dispensers of salvation. This 
is a theory with which, at present, we have nothing to 
do. A man who confines Christianity to the members 
of any one external organization is not to be argued 
with. 

Apart from this theory, we do not see how, on 
Scriptural principles, we can deny a church character 
in their collective capacity to those whom we are con- 
strained to recognize as Christians. 

2. A second duty which denominational Churches 
have to each other is intercommunion. The terms of 
Christian fellowship are prescribed by Christ, and are 
the same for all Churches. No particular or denom- 
inational Church has the right to prescribe any term 
of communion which is not common to all. And as we 
simply recognize as fellow Christians those with whom 
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we commune, it is evidently a breach of Christian 
fellowship to refuse to join our fellow believers at the 
Lord’s table, provided nothing is required of us beyond 
what Christ has enjoined. 

3. A third duty is that of recognizing the validity 
of their sacraments and orders. If the validity of the 
sacraments depends on some virtue in him who ad- 
ministers them, then those only are valid which are 
administered by those having that virtue. But if their 
validity depends, first, on that being done which Christ 
has commanded; and secondly, on its being done by a 
Church, and by its authority, and by its appointed 
agents; and thirdly, with the serious intention of com- 
plying with the command of our Lord; then it follows 
that we must recognize the validity of the sacraments 
administered in any body which we recognize as a 
Church. 

So also of ordination. If ordination be the com- 
munication of supernatural power, (called the grace 
of order,) by those to whom the ability to confer such 
power exclusively belongs, then those only can be re- 
garded as true ministers who have been ordained by 
that specially gifted class of men. And if ordination be, 
in the strict sense of the term, the conferring of author- 
ity by those having the right of appointment, as a king 


or President, who grants commissions, then again those © 


only can be recognized as clothed with the ministerial 
office, who have been appointed by those having the 
exclusive right to appoint and ordain. 

But if the Protestant doctrine be true, that the call 
to the ministry is by the Holy Ghost, and the office of 
the Church in the matter is simply to authenticate 
that call, and testify of it to the Churches, then we 
are bound to regard as a minister of Christ any man 
whom a Church has, by its appropriate agents, rec- 
ognized as called by the Holy Ghost to the sacred 
office. 

This of course does not imply that every denom- 
ination is bound to receive into the number of its own 
ministers any man whom any particular denomination 
may see fit to ordain. Every denominational Church 
has a right to determine its own standard of minis- 
terial qualifications, according to its understanding of 
the law of Christ. But nevertheless we may consistently 
recognize him as a minister of Christ. 

4. A fourth duty of denominational churches is non- 
interference. The field is the world, and is wide enough 
for all. And therefore it is a breach of the principles 
of unity for one denomination to attempt to break 
down or to encroach upon the churches of another 
denomination. 

5. Finally, there is the duty of cooperation in the 
promotion of the objects of our common Christianity. 

Such is a meager skeleton of the principles of 





Church unity as held by the great body of evangelical 
Christians. 

All believers, scattered over the world, are one 
body in Christ Jesus, in virtue of the indwelling of the 
Holy Spirit. This constitutes them one in faith, one 
in their inward religious life, one in love, and one in 
Christian sympathy and fellowship. 

These individual Christians organize themselves into 
local churches for the purpose of worship and mutual 
watch and care. These local churches, in the normal 
state of things, would constitute one body, not only 
by the unity of their faith and fellowship, but also 
by their mutual subjection. But as believers are im- 
perfect in knowledge and in grace, such diversities of 
opinion in doctrine and order unavoidably arise which 
render this external union of all local churches im- 
practical and undesirable. Hence, denominational 
churches become an absolute necessity. But these 
churches are bound to recognize each other as churches, 
to intercommune, to regard the sacraments and orders 
of each other as valid, to avoid interference with one 
another, and to cooperate in the promotion of the 
cause and kingdom of their common God and Savior. 


CONCORD INSTEAD OF CONFLICT 


If these principles are correct, it is of the last im- 
portance that they should be acknowledged and 
practically followed out. Instead of conflict, we should 
have concord. Instead of mutual criminations, we 
should have mutual respect and fellowship. And in- 
stead of rivalry and opposition, there would be har- 
monious cooperation. The Protestant world might then 
present an undivided front against infidelity and every 
antichristian error. And the sacramental host,* al- 
though marshalled under different banners, and or- 
ganized into different corps, would still, in the sight 
of God and man, be one great body, glorious, and 
through grace, invincible. 

We must remember, however, that real union is 
within and by the Spirit. It must begin there. And as 
it is there perfected it will more and more manifest 
itself outwardly in unity of faith, of love, of worship, 
and obedience; until the whole multitude of believers 
shall, as at the beginning, be of one heart, and of one 
soul, and when they shall with one accord praise the 
Lord in all the languages of the earth. There is more 
included in union with Christ, and in the fellowship 
of believers, than has entered into the heart of man 
to conceive. Let us then see to it that we are in 
Christ, and be ever mindful that we are one body, 
and members one of another.

Haste Wastes at Sunday School

Lers LOOK back over the ques- 
tions. That first one may have fooled you. The words 
“opening exercises” are certainly poor ones to use to 
describe the beginning minutes of a departmental or 
class session. 

However, some Sunday school superintendents still 
feel they must follow through on this “exercise” idea 
and will go through all kinds of gyrations and gym- 
nastics to get their group to sing the opening hymns. 
To liven up affairs while late comers straggle in, the

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superintendent might even pit the girls against the boys 
in a noisy quiz or boisterous Bible drill. The only ex- 
ercise the students get is seeing who can stand up the 
quickest and shout out the loudest some obscure and 
difficult scripture verse. After an assorted half-hour of 
singing, shouting, shuffling, and speechifying, the 
opening exercises are brought to a close and the classes 
at last “go to the study of the lesson.” Then follows 
five to ten minutes of general confusion during which 
time the attendance is marked, the offering is collected, 
and the teacher is reminded by the superintendent 
that there will be a “brief” meeting after Sunday school. 
Twenty minutes are left for the lesson, and even this 
time is cut short to allow a few minutes for the 
“closing exercises” and that “brief” meeting! 

Of course, this account has been greatly exagger- 
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ated, but it serves to remind us (1) the unrelatedness 
of activities during most “opening exercises” and (2) 
the lack of time which the teacher has to present the 
lesson to the pupils. Such haste wastes. 

Perhaps a term like “opening fellowship time” might 
avoid the gymnastic connotation which “exercise” 
conveys. 

“All right,” you ask, “how long should this opening 
fellowship time be?” That depends on the purpose 
behind such an opening assembly. Is it merely a period 
set aside to bide time until all the late pupils have 
arrived? Is it a time made available for marking the 
roll, collecting the offering, and making announce- 
ments? These things can be done in individual classes 
and with much more efficiency. Just what is the pur- 
pose of having all the students in a department meet 
together for a certain period of time each Sunday? 


AN ADEQUATE CURRICULUM 


To answer this we must examine the third and fourth 
questions on the quiz. What is your concept of an 
adequate Sunday school curriculum? And what are 
activities? 

In times past, many teachers and superintendents 
believed that an adequate and successful curriculum 
was one which provided interesting reading material 
for the pupils and such other materials that would 
keep them out of mischief during the class session. 
Forgotten was the fact that pupils are individuals, each 
having certain mental, emotional, social, spiritual, and 
even physical needs that needed to be met. Forgotten, 
too, was the fact that pupils learn best when they 
are motivated to do so by goals which tend to meet 
these many needs. As a result, Sunday school teachers 
were not providing adequate or satisfactory learning 
experiences for their pupils because they failed to 
understand who their pupils were and what were 

Many times these teachers were so concerned about 
packing the minds of their pupils with detailed facts 
about biblical characters and events that they com- 
pletely neglected relating this information to the pupils’ 
real life experiences. Boys and girls, even adults, would 
sit and listen, but because they did not see how these 
lessons involved them personally, their minds would 
drift quietly out the window and settle upon the scenes 
of their immediate concerns. 

Today teachers are beginning to realize that they 
must plan purposeful learning experiences geared to 
meet the needs and concerns of their pupils if any 
learning is to take place. Curriculum writers are in- 
troducing into their units an increasing number of 
learning activities with a hope that skillful teachers 
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will select those which are best suited for each par- 
ticular class situation. The teachers who use every 
activity to keep their classes busy, or the teachers who 
feel activities are a nuisance and are only to be used 
if there is nothing else to do, do not have an adequate 
concept of Christian education. 

Activities must become an integral part of the learn- 
ing experience. Indeed, activities are the learning 
experiences. They should be planned by both teacher 
and pupils, should be based on the needs of the pupils, 
and should be followed through until their desired goal 
or objective has been reached. Obviously, this cannot 
be done in weekly class sessions lasting 15 or 20 
minutes. Even a half hour is too short a time for such 
results to take place. 


PLANNING A SESSION 


Let’s see if this can be illustrated by presenting a 
hypothetical situation. A junior high class has been 
studying a unit entitled “Knowing God.” The lesson 
for one particular Sunday is developed around the 
theme “Does God Care?” In this lesson the teacher 
desires to help his class recognize that God is not un- 
kind or indifferent to His children. Rather, God is the 
source of every good thing in their lives and loves 
them constantly. This love is supremely shown in the 
sacrificial death of His Son, Jesus Christ. 

With this objective in mind, the teacher plans to use 
the following sequence of learning activities: (1) Give 
a short quiz to determine what concept of God the 
members of her class have; (2) Show a filmstrip which 
demonstrates how God often reveals Himself in the lives 
of consecrated people who do His will; (3) Ask the

RELIGIOUS MISSILE 


Flying*Companion for Vanguard 


St. Christopher's Ride 


Last March 17 the Vanguard mis- 
sile roared off into the blue from Cape 
Canaveral, Florida, and soon its sat- 
ellite was declared to be in orbit. 
When it was clearly a success news- 
papers were notified by a spokesman 
for the Martin Company, which de- 
veloped the missile, that an image of 
St. Christopher had gone along for 
the ride. 

Christopher is the patron saint of 
travelers, and a faithful Roman Cath- 
olic ,would likely tell you that the 
medal was responsible for the success 
of the project. 

In Washington, a Navy spokesman 
said that the addition of the medal 
was entirely the project of the Martin 
Company, although he admitted that 
it had the approval of a Navy official 
at the launching site. No approval 
from Washington was considered nec- 
essary. The idea was originated by 
an engineer with the Martin Company 
at Cape Canaveral. 

In Baltimore, a spokesman for the 
Martin Company emphasized that the 
medal could not have gone aboard 
the Vanguard without Navy approval, 
and that the approval had come from 
a Protestant. Other company engi- 
neers signing the authorization in- 
cluded Catholic, Protestant, Jew and 
and Greek Orthodox. The _neces- 
sary papers, giving “addition of divine 
guidance” as the reason, were signed 
one week before the launching, and 
the medal was attached at that time. 

Will similar medals be attached to 
subsequent missiles? No, the Navy 
man said, not unless the company 
decides to do it over again. The 
Martin official agreed that the answer 
would be “no”—unless the Navy de- 
cided to give the approval again. 

“Legend relates,” according to 
Benet’s encyclopedia, “that St. Chris- 
topher was a giant who one day 
carried a child over a brook, and said, 
‘Child, thou hast put me in great 
peril. I can bear no greater burden.’ 
To this the child answered, ‘Marvel 
thou nothing, for thou hast borne all 
the world on thee, and its sins like- 
wise.’ As Christopher sank beneath 
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his load, the child told the giant He 
was Christ, and Christopher resolved 
to serve Christ and Him only. He 
died three days afterwards, and was 
canonized. The Greek and Latin 
Churches look on him as the protect- 
ing saint against floods, fire, and 
earthquake.” Christians should under- 
stand this as a part of demonology. 


Dayuma Is Baptized 


The blood of the martyrs may well 
prove again to be the seed of the 
church—in the jungles of Ecuador. 

Deep in the dangerous jungles 
where the five young missionary he- 
roes marched through gates of splen- 
dor to meet their Lord, Betty Howard 
Elliot (widow of martyred Jim Elliot) 
is faithfully witnessing to the two 
Auca woman—Mankamu and Min- 
taka—who recently ran away from 
their tribe. 

The two, apparently seeking rest 
and peace from the terrible killings that 
characterize their tribe, have presented 
a list of recent murders. One declared: 
“I am an orphan, my children are 
dead, my husband has been speared— 
and so now I come to you.” She had 
apparently buried her little daughter 
just before her flight, and- when speak- 
ing repeatedly pointed to a little girl 
of about 10 and burst into tears. 

Meanwhile, in this country; the 
first Auca convert has been won to 
Jesus Christ. Rachel Saint, sister to 
Nate, has had the joy of leading to 
Christ the Auca woman Dayuma who 
accompanied her to the United States 
and who appeared with her on Ralph 
Edwards’ “This Is Your Life” tele- 
vision program. 

In mid-April, Dr. V. Raymond 
Edman, president of Wheaton College 
and himself a former missionary to 
Ecuador, baptized Dayuma in a spe- 
cial ceremony at Wheaton (where 
three of the martyrs received their 
college training). 

Interesting sidelights: Dayuma has 
become a faithful, witnessing Chris- 
tian. . . . She witnesses, via .an ex- 
change of tape recordings with Betty 
Elliot, to the Auca escapees—her 
aunts. . . . Rachel Saint, who was 


studying the Warani Auca dialect with 
Dayuma a full year before her brother 
was martyred, has reduced the lang- 
uage to writing with Dayuma’s help 
and the use of the tape recordings, 
and has begun the translation of the 
Bible in the language of those who 
took her brother’s life. . . . The mis- 
sionary and Dayuma will return to 
Ecuador next month, to stay at the 
Dawson Trotman Memorial Base in 
Limonchocha, Ecuador. . . . Dr. Ed- 
man, in baptizing the first Auca con- 
vert, will be able to converse with 
her in the Quichua language which 
he learned during his own missionary 
service—and which is Dayuma’s sec- 
ond language. : 


Way to Shur 


When Hagar filed from Sarai in 
Genesis 16, the angel of the Lord 
found her on “the way to Shur.” 

Some 4,000 years later, Archeolo- 
gist Nelson Glueck found the same 
road, a caravan route from Beersheba 
through the Negev and Sinai Deserts 
into Egypt. Glueck disclosed his find- 
ings in April. 

The archeologist reported, “Our im- 
portant discovery lies in the fact that 
we found two Judean kingdom for- 
tresses overlooking the valley of 
Ruheiba or Rehoboth. The discovery 
of these fortresses indicates we were 
indeed on the ancient Way of Shur.” 


Prayer for Guam 


God often causes the wrath of men 
to praise Him. During the turmoil of 
World War II, the Gospel was spread 
by Christian servicemen to insignif- 
icant Pacific islands, One such place 
was Guam. 

The island of Guam continues to be 
a very needy mission field with a 
great majority of its people still un- 
reached for Jesus Christ. 

Now ex-serviceman Cornelius Van- 
derbreggen, Jr., along with others, is 
trying to re-contact Christian service- 
men who were at Guam. The purpose 
is to encourage prayer and missions 
for Guam. Ex-servicemen are asked 
to write Cornelius Vanderbreggen, Jr., 
Het Wonderhuis, Rijnsaterwoude, Z. H., 
The Netherlands. 


What the Communists Are Doing 

One Russian publishing house alone 
is sending books into India at the 
rate of nearly four million a year. A 
significant feature of this Communist 
campaign is its emphasis on the ver- 
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nacular tongues in India. One peri- 
odical called Soviet Land sells more 
than 200,000 copies per issue. 

In Bulgaria Orthodox priests were 
warned, “It is not in the spirit of a 
true Christian sermon to polemize 
from the pulpit. Church is not a place 
for disputes but for prayer and a 
blessed sermon.” 


In East Germany, to accommodate 
parents who wish to bring up their 
children as atheists, the government 
has inaugurated a plan of “secular 
baptisms” to accompany registration 
of births. According to the Communist 
press, “Parents will be able to make 
a solemn pledge and act in accordance 
with the principles of socialism.” 





Is Good Friday on Wednesday?

Many Christians have always been 
uneasy about the idea of Good Friday. 
The fiction of three days and three 
nights between a Friday crucifixion 
and a Sunday resurrection was a little 
too much to swallow. 

I personally have always held that 
there were two sabbaths in our Lord’s 
last week—the Saturday sabbath and 
the Passover sabbath, the latter being 
on Thursday. They hastened to take 
His body down after a Wednesday 
crucifixion and He was three days and 
three nights (at least 72 hours) in the 
tomb, arising from the dead shortly 
after sunset on the first day of the 
week (the equivalent of Saturday eve- 
ning about 7 p.m. under the modern 
way of reckoning). 

Now from the Dead Sea Scrolls 
comes remarkable confirmation of this 
interpretation. 

The Benediktinische Monatschrifte, 
published by the Benedictines in Ger- 
many, Carries an article by B. Schwank, 
under the title War das Letzte Abend- 
mahl am Dientstag in der Karwoche? 
(Was the Last Supper on Tuesday of 
Holy Week?) In this article the latest 
results of research in the Dead Sea 
Scrolls are made available to the Ger- 
man reader. 

In the Qumran document 4Q is a 
calendar which clearly places the pas- 
chal meal on Tuesday evening of Holy 
week. This means, of course, that Christ 
was crucified on Wednesday and that he 
rose after sunset on Saturday evening, 
a full three nights and three days in the 
heart of the earth. 

These shrewd Roman _ Catholic 
scholars realize the importance of 
these discoveries, and they clearly 
state the consequences which are 
from the new knowledge. Schwank 
knows that although Roman scholars 
will continue to observe “Good Fri- 
day,” in their hearts they will know 
that through the centuries their tra- 
dition has been wrong. 

He says, “The necessity of another 
change is definitely not the answer. 
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Our present Holy Week liturgy is the 
liturgy of the Mystical Body of Christ 
and as such has its own value. It need 
not copy with minute exactitude the 
historical conditions of the Passion 
Week of Christ.” 

A Roman Catholic theological 
journal L’Ami du Clege, published in 
Langres, France, also carried an article 
on this subject. J. Delorme, under the 
title “Jesus a-t-il pris la derniere Cene 
le mardi soir?” (Did Jesus take . the 
Last Supper on Tuesday evening?), 
sets forth similar evidence. He quotes 
Miss A. Jaubert as having discovered 
the proofs for the Tuesday Last Sup- 
per date: 

1. The Qumran MSS have revealed 
the existence of a very ancient calen- 
dar other than the official calendar. 

2.An ancient Christian tradition, 
attested to by the Didascalia Aposto- 
lorum as well as by Epiphanius and 
Victorinus of Pettau (died 304), gives 
Tuesday evening as the date of the 
Last Supper and prescribes a fast for 
Wednesday to commemorate the cap- 
ture of Christ. 

The Gospel accounts of the Passion 
are reconciled (Delorme concludes) 
if we admit that John follows the 
legal calendar, while the Synoptics 
follow the calendar attested by the 
Qumran MSS. Among the difficulties 
thus resolved are the date of the 
anointing in Bethany, the requirements 
of the Mishna in legal matters, and the 
schedule of the narratives which seem- 
ingly crowd too many events into too 
little time. 

Thus scholarship catches up with 
the total inspiration of the Scriptures 
in one more little piece of the evi- 
dence. Give them time and they will 
come, slowly and at times reluctantly, 
to the simplicity of a completely in- 
tegrated Bible written by a single 
author—God. The questions of dif- 
ferences of personality in the in- 
dividual writers will not enter into the 
factual interpretation of their nar- 
ratives. It is the Word of God. 


Mekeel Heads NAE 


Herbert S. Mekeel, pastor of Sche- 
nectady’s First Presbyterian Church, was 
elected president of the National 
Association of Evangelicals at _ its 
annual convention in April. He suc- 
ceeds Paul P. Petticord of Portland, 
Ore., president of the Western Evan- 
gelical Seminary. 

During the convention, the dele- 
gates heard Billy Graham, Harold 
Ockenga, Robert G. Lee and others. 

The next NAE convention will be 
held in Los Angeles, April 6-10. 


Fugitive or Refugee? 


In Croatia, now a part of Yugo- 
slavia, Hitler’s puppet ruler was Ante 
Pavelic. His Minister of Religion was 
Andrija Artukovic. They aided the 
Ustashi terrorists in their campaign 
to force Orthodox Serbs into the Ro- 
man Catholic faith, They also slaugh- 
tered thousands of Jews. Their victims 
are estimated at 200,000. 

Archbishop Aloysius Stepinac was 
sent to jail for alleged collaboration 
with them. But the principal perpe- 
trators escaped. Pavelic is in Argen- 
tina. Artukovic eritered this country 
illegally, under an assumed name, on 
an Irish certificate of identity. He now 
lives in luxury in California. 

For years now, Jugoslav law en- 
forcement officials have been trying, 
in various American courts, to ex- 
tradite Artukovic and bring him home 
to trial. The Supreme Court has now 
ordered that the casé be heard again. 
It comes before a United States Com- 


missioner in California in June. 
Artukovic is free on bail. 
According to the Los Angeles 


Mirror-News, the principal support for 
the former Minister comes “from the 
Roman Catholic Church of which he 
is a lifelong member.” The Jewish A- 
vocate and the Congress Weekly insist 
his crimes were not political any more 
than those of the war criminals tried and 
sentenced at Nuremberg. 

Although at least 47 of the victims 
of this man were non-Catholic Chris- 
tian clergymen, few if any Protestant 
voices have been raised to demand his 
punishment. 


School News 


Taylor University has received a 
grant of $8,000 from the Atomic 
Energy Commission for the purpose 
of establishing a radioisotope training 
program. . . . Providence-Barrington 
Bible College announced a $1.6 million 
program to develop its Barrington cam- 
pus over a three year period. .. . Moody 
Bible Institute has filed applications 
for two new radio outlets, one in 
Cleveland and one in Moline, Ill.

Small Men, Small Letters 


The dictatorship in Czechoslovakia 
has invented a new form of religious 
persecution. It has decreed that names 
of religious organizations and holidays 
shall be spelled with lower case initial 
letters, not capitals. From now on, 
then, it must be “the christian religion, 
the protestant churches, the roman cath- 
olic church, christmas, easter.” 

Doubtless, this new oppression can 
be borne with equanimity by the 
faithful. A decree of decapitalization 
of religious words is, after all, rather 
less severe than a decree of decapitation 
of Christians. 

Perhaps we may refer to the re- 
public of czechoslovakia, its president, 
antonin novotny, and the petty com- 
munist and atheist officials responsible 
for the ruling. 


One More Day’s Work 


Dr. Nyles Huffman, Director of Air 
Mail from God Mission, crashed to his 
death while distributing Gospels from a 
plane about 50 miles east of Toluca, 
Mexico. A companion, his Mexican 
mechanic, died with him in the crash, 
the cause of which is as yet unknown. 

(A year ago Ansel Allen, one of 
the AMFG pilots, was shot down and 
met death near this same city.) 

The Air Mail from God ministry 
was built up by this intrepid mission- 
ary pilot, Dr. Huffman, who began 
flying in over almost inaccessible areas 
of Mexico and dropping the specially 
prepared Gospels. 

Air Mail from God has distributed 
over 7,000,000 Gospels via this unique 
“air drop” in its short (nine-year) his- 
tory. A mission spokesman estimates that 
over 1,000 churches have been organ- 
ized and established as a result: of this 
unusual ministry and follow-up evange- 
lism by Mexican Nationals. 

Declared another missionary 
leader: “This accident marks the pass- 
ing of one of the great and colorful 
missionary ‘figures of our time. He 
had found a new way to get the old 
message out. The prayers of all will 
be with his wife Bernice and their 
unborn child, as well as with their 
daughter Eilene and all members of 
the AMFG Mission.” 

For Nyles Huffman, flying a plane 
to drop the Gospels always meant 
just “one more day’s work for Jesus.” 
But today it also meant a missionary 
martyr’s crown. 


Religious Segregation 

Many Southern communities are 
threatening, if forced to accept Negro 
pupils on equal terms with white chil- 
dren, that they will close their public 
schools. They talk about setting up 
private schools to replace them, to be 
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subsidized, directly or indirectly out 
of public funds. 

The General Board of Education of 
the Methodist Church warned against 
use of church facilities in such pro- 
grams. The World Presbyterian Al- 
liance adopted a similar resolution. Dr. 
Rolfe Lanier Hunt, a former super- 
intendent of schools in Mississippi, 
warned that sectarian segregation would 
do more harm to American unity than 
racial segregation. 

Southern Protestants have stood 
firmer than others against public aid 
for Roman Catholic parochial schools. 
It would be a paradox now for them 
to subsidize Protestant sectarian 
schools. 


The Fourth “R” 


Arthur Sutherland of Harvard Law 
School told a California Conference 
on the Spiritual Welfare of Youth that 
state colleges have the “right as well 
as responsibility” to teach students 
about “man’s relationship to God.” He 
said that the First Amendment for- 
bids such instruction only in the grade 
and high schools which children are 
required to attend, not in colleges 
where attendance is voluntary. 

Other experts might question Mr. 
Sutherland’s constitutional opinion. But 
religious people generally share his dis- 
tress that “reading, writing and arith- 
metic” are not adequately supple- 
mented by moral and religious in- 
struction. Programs for such instruc- 
tion usually bog down in interdenom- 
inational quarrels. But at an annual 
Minister’s Week at Chicago Theolog- 
ical Seminary, Dr. Kenneth Under- 
wood urged “the readmission of theol- 
ogy to full membership in the academ- 
ic roster” at secular universities. 

Meanwhile C. Emanuel Carlson, ex- 
ecutive director of the Baptist Joint 
Committee on Public Affairs, chided 
clergymen who advocate _ religious 
teaching in public institutions: “They 
seem to be unaware that their sugges- 
tion is the surest way to reduce the 
influence of the churches and the vi- 
tality of faith and remove us from our 
free traditions.” 

In Vermont, Carlson’s views were 
borne out by Dr. Albert Sadler whose 
survey revealed that since the abolition 
of compulsory chapel at the Univer- 
sity, student interest in religion has 
actually increased. 

“If parochialism wins out and 257 
religious groups proceed to produce 
citizens according to their own no- 
tions,” said Carlson, “the coherence 
of the nation would be dissolved. A 
child does not need just one education 
from just one institution but two or 
three educations from as many insti- 
tutions. The family, church and state 
must all join in educating the child.” 


Scripture in Congress 


Ever since Congress first met, it 
has been customary to begin each day 
in both the House and the Senate with 


prayer. Until recently the Scriptures ' 


played little part in these proceedings. 


But now the chaplain of the House of © 


Representatives, the Rev. Dr. Bernard 
Braskamp, quotes one verse of Scrip- 
ture before the prayer. Among the 
verses he has used so far are: Isaiah 
26:3, II Timothy 2:15, Matthew 6:33 
and Psalm 46:1. 


Revival at Asbury 


Asbury College, Wilmore, Ky., 
which has seen many revivals in its 
history, has been experiencing another. 
It started in a morning chapel service 
when a former class president “asked 
forgiveness” of his fellow pupils. 


A college spokesman testified, “From . 


then on, God was in charge.” In fol- 
lowing days the revival spread into the 
town and nearby communities. 


Segregation by Sex 

The Vatican has officially frowned 
on coeducation in Catholic schools. A 
recent statement said that in coedu- 
cational schools boys and girls should 
be separated as much as possible. Ex- 
cept in cases of extreme emergency, 
members of religious orders were for- 
bidden from heading up coeducational 
secondary schools. 

If coeducation is unavoidable, boys 
and girls should be seated separately in 
class and should use separate entrances 
and exits. 


Churches, Stay Out! 


Churches were among the earliest 
beneficiaries of the so-called zoning 
laws. Businesses annoying to churth- 
goers, such as saloons, theaters, fire 
engine houses, garages, etc., were for- 
bidden within a certain distance of 
the house of worship. 

But such regulations are sometimes 
also turned against the churches them- 
selves. 

It was natural and logical that local 
governments should extend the same 
kind of protection to homeowners as 
to churches. They began to exclude 
from new residential neighborhoods 
commercial enterprises, or businesses 
annoying to the neighborhood or in- 
jurious to property values, or build- 
ings of excessive height, or businesses 
attracting large crowds and numerous 
automobiles. 

But church services also attract 
large crowds. On occasion, zoning 
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an established church to maintain a 
monopoly. 

During the present year several 
such local church-state conflicts have 
occurred. At Appleton, Wis., the 
Church of the Open Bible was ex- 
cluded; at the suburb of Bayside in 
Milwaukee, it was a Baptist church; at 
Rochester, N. Y., a Mormon taber- 
nacle; at Lexington, Mass., an addition 
to a Congregational Sunday school; 
at Redwood City, Calif., a Presby- 
terian home for the aged. 

Some of these cases are before the 
courts. The law on the subject is still 
in a state of flux. Under our religious 
liberty clause, courts have given pref- 
erence to religious, as compared to 
commercial, activities. For instance, 
a city can forbid business men from 
peddling handbills but may not pre- 
vent religious organizations from dis- 
tributing tracts in exactly the same 
way. Courts may show similar pref- 
erence for religion in connection with 
the zoning laws. 


Archaeologist Changes Views 


William F. Albright of Johns Hop- 
kins University, perhaps the foremost 
American archaeologist, has written 
a new introduction to his book From 
the Stone Age to Christianity, now 
appearing as a paperback. 

After twelve years he confesses that 
he has grown more conservative in 
his attitude toward the Mosaic tra- 
dition as a whole. He holds to the 
substantial historicity of patriarchal 
tradition and to the primacy of-oral 
tradition over written literature. He 
has come to the conclusion that the 
pattern of prophetic thinking. in 
Israel is authentic, and is to be in- 
sisted upon even more vigorously than 
he himself has done in the past. 

“Prophecy after the event” in the 
whole extant prophetic literature of 
Israel can scarcely be verified in a 
single case, “though it became com- 
mon enough in eschatological liter- 
ature after the Greek period had 
begun.” In other words, the prophe- 
cies made in the Bible are real, au- 
thentic prophecies, written before the 
events happened. 


New President 


Dr. Charles C. Ryrie, formerly as- 
sociate professor of systematic theology 
at Dallas Theology Seminary, has been 
elected president of Philadelphia Bible 
Institute. He will assume his new re- 
sponsibilities on August 1. 

A Ph.D. from the University of 
Edinburgh, Scotland, Ryrie has written 
several books including The Basis of 
the Premillennial Faith, Neo-orthodoxy 
and Place of Women in the Church.

pupils to share with the class stories 
they remember from the Bible which 
tell how God cared for people in 
times past, such as Joseph, Moses, 
David, etc.; (4) Discuss with the 
class how God’s love was supremely 
shown when He gave us Jesus, His 
Son; and (5) Tell the story of the 
Prodigal Son (putting it in a con- 
temporary setting) to illustrate and 
clinch the lesson. 

Now suppose that there is only 
30 minutes available for class time 
due to the lengthy “opening exer- 
cises” in the department. This means 
that these five activities, planned for 
a 50 minute session, have to be 
squeezed into a meager 30 minute 
period. To cut out any one of them 
would disrupt the progression with- 
in the lesson leading to the climax; 
to shorten all five of them would 
rush the children into a meaningless 
confusion of activities none of which 
could be drawn to a satisfactory and 
satisfying conclusion. Both pupils 
and teacher would be frustrated, and 
potentially rich learning experiences 
would be wasted. 

What can be done? First, all un- 
necessary, irrelevant, and time-con- 
suming procedures must be curtailed 
or omitted entirely from the opening 
assembly period. Second, we must 
again ask ourselves the question, 
“What is the purpose of having all 
the students in a department meet 
together?” 
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One of the needs of an individual 
is to feel a sense of belonging to a 
group. He wants to be recognized 
and accepted as a group member. 
He needs an opportunity to share 
with persons his own age the com- 
mon experiences they face in life. 
By meeting together in such a fellow- 
ship experience at the beginning of 
Sunday school, he can be led to sing 
hymns related to these new ideas 
he has been learning about God’s 
love and care for him. He can pray 
a simple but original prayer with 
others, thanking God for sending His 
Son to earth for them. He can sense 
a unity of spirit as all his friends 
express their thanks to God for mis- 
sionaries who care for the lost 
peoples in other lands. This can be 
tangibly shown as these boys and 
girls present their missionary offer- 
ings during the worship service. 

Pupils, both children and adults, 
can learn during this brief opening 
period together. Worship can be just 
as much a learning experience as 
class discussion, providing the skilled 
leader understands how to make it 
so. No wise teacher or superin- 
tendent will dominate this opening 
fellowship time. It is a learning ex- 
perience related to the whole cur- 
riculum and should be _pupil- 
centered. As part of many other 
learning activities planned for the 
morning, it should not occupy a dis- 
proportionate part of the session. 
There must be enough time avail- 
able for the learners to get together 
in their own particular classes and 
carry out the special activities geared 
to meet their own unique concerns. 

So we see that every activity— 
singing hymns, praying, class dis- 
cussion, role playing—is part of a 
greater whole, the total learning ex- 
perience. Giving undue emphasis to 
one activity minimizes the effect of 
the others. Neglect of one gives in- 
completeness to the whole. Our aim 
as Christian educators is to present 
the whole gospel of Christ to the 
whole person in our whole Sunday 
school and church experience. If we 
are to do so, it is important that we 
use time wisely. Lack of time pro- 
duces incomplete learning experi- 
ences. Truly, haste wastes at Sunday 
school. Make time count for you!

(moral and ceremonial), and since 
they admitted that the Decalogue was 
moral, they had no valid defense 
against Sabbatarianism. Thus today, 
when Seventh-day Baptists and Sev- 
enth-day Adventists with logical con- 
sistency insist upon seventh-day ob- 
servance in the light of the Decalogue, 
those who still espouse the dual-law 
doctrine are hard put to refute their 
ideas. 

The dual-law theory, as we have 
seen, is basically unsupported from 
a biblical standpoint. The moral law, 
including the Decalogue (and for 
that matter all laws given under the 
Old Covenant through Moses) met 
its fulfillment in Christ. And because 
it has been thus fulfilled, “Christ is 
the end (or consummation) of the 
law for righteousness” (Rom. 10: 
4), and the believer is “crucified 
with Christ” and “dead to the law” 
(Rom. 7:4), which was “our school- 
master to bring us to Christ that we 
might be justified by faith” (Gal. 
3:24). 

When the Christian faces the law, 
then, he ought to be careful to ask, 
Which law? If by law men would 
have us face again the ministration 
of death (II Cor. 3:7), which 
cursed the human race and was de- 
signed to kill and never to justify, 
then we repudiate with abject horror 
such an unChristian and unbiblical 
concept. If, on the other hand, we 
are confronted with the law of love 
and liberty as presented in the New 
Testament by Christ and the Apos- 
tles, observance of which fulfills all 
law and preserves moral conduct, 
thus fulfilling the righteousness of 
the law, then we say, “Yes, indeed, 
let us ‘stand fast in the liberty where- 
with Christ hath made us free.’” 

The dual-law theory and the error 
of the reformers should not obscure 
the great New Testament teaching of 
love which motivates all conduct in 
the life of the Christian. St. Augus- 
tine summed the matter up perfectly 
when he said, “Love God and do as 
you please.” To this we would add, 
for if you truly love Him, you will 
want to do those things which please 
Him.

Are you ready to take up the cross? 
Christ demands ail, in order that He 
may give all. If you try to avoid this 
sacrifice of yourself, if you try to save 
your life, Christ warns that you will 
lose it. But if you give yourself and 
your life to Him, He gives Himself 
and His life to you. 

“How do you bear the cross?” 
you ask. The secret of the whole 
business is a life committed without 
reserve to Christ. Give Him first 
place. 

One hundred missionary candi- 
dates were interviewed recently re- 
garding their devotional life. Do you 
know how many of those missionary 
candidates said they had a system- 
atic devotional life? Only eight out 
of 100. If I leave my room in the 
morning without my quiet time, my 
day is all wrong, my ministry is gone, 
I have no walk, no fellowship with 
Christ. 

Have your time of prayer, your 
time of Bible reading, and above 
all discipline your mind. The Bible 
says much about the mind. “Thou 
wilt keep him in perfect peace whose 
mind is stayed on thee.” Get your 
mind in the habit of dwelling on the 
Person of Christ. 

Let Him take your tongue and 
nail it to the cross. The Scripture 
says that we smite with the tongue. 
Take this little muscle of yours in 
your mouth and nail it to the cross. 

Take these eyes of yours and say 
with Job, I’ve made a covenant with 
my eyes. Make a list of every area of 
your life and say, “Oh, Lord, by 
Thy grace, I reckon myself dead 
indeed unto sin, I nail these things 
to the cross. I identify myself with 
Thee at the cross.” 

Do you know what Lenin said 
about a Communist? He said, “A 
Communist is a dead man on fur- 
lough.” That’s exactly what we 
ought to be for Jesus Christ—men 
and women that are living disciplined 
lives, men and women that are 
following Christ in a Spirit-filled 
life. The Spirit-filled life produces 
the fruit of the Spirit. Having had 
your heart cleansed by the blood of 
Christ, having submitted and yielded 
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every area of your life to Him, you 
can claim by faith to be filled with 
the Spirit. 

Lastly, follow Christ in His pas- 
sion for world evangelization. 

As God called the disciples and 
the early church to evangelize the 
world in the first century, so you and 
I may be the ones that God has 
called to evangelize the world in the 
last generation before the coming of 
our Lord. I do not see how the 
world can continue at its present 
pace very much longer. We’re mov- 
ing rapidly with ever increasing 
acceleration toward the climactic 
moment of history when Christ Him- 
self shall descend from heaven with 
a shout. As we see the cup of iniq- 
uity being filled, we also see the 
world on the verge of being evan- 
gelized with modern means of com- 
munication. And what do we need? 
Money? No, we need men and 
women that will enlist in the army 
of Christ. 

When John Mott, the great mis- 
sionary statesman, was offered by 
Calvin Coolidge the ambassador- 
ship to Japan, he said, “Mr. Presi- 
dent, since God called me as a 
student to be an ambassador of His, 
my ears have been deaf to all other 
calls.” 

When the Standard Oil Company 
was looking for a representative in 
the Far East, they chose a mis- 
sionary and offered him $10,000, 
but he turned it down. They raised 
it to $25,000, and he turned it down. 
They raised it to $50,000, and he 
still turned it down. 

“What’s wrong?” they asked. 

He replied, “Your price is all 
right, but your job is too small. God 
has called me to be a missionary.” 

Remember what that Communist 
lad wrote? “There is one thing in 
which I am in dead earnest and that 
is the Communist cause. I cannot 
carry on a friendship, a love affair 
or even a conversation without re- 
lating to this force which both 
drives and guides my life. I’ve al- 
ready been in jail because of my 
ideas and if necessary I’m ready to 
go before a firing squad.” 

This is total commitment. Do you 
have the same dedication to Christ? 
He demands no less.

to lay it down, and I have power to 
take it again” (John 10:17, 18). 

In the realm of the spiritual Jesus 
also claimed the supernatural power 
of creation. He would create within 
the lives of those who acknowledged 
his Lordship that priceless gem for 
which men since the dawn of history 
had been seeking—Eternal Life. 
Hear his words, “My sheep hear my 
voice and I know them, and they 
follow me; and I give them eternal 
life, and they shall never perish” 
(John 10:27, 28). 

In the realm of the cosmic, Jesus 
himself was the Creator of the whole 
Universe! “For by him (Jesus) were 
all things created, that are in heaven, 
and that are in earth, visible and 
invisible, whether they be thrones, 
or dominions, or principalities, or 
powers: all things were created by 
him and for him” (Col. 1:16). It was 
only natural that he would claim to 
be Master of that which he himself 
had brought into being. He could at 


courses of the stars or bring about 
celestial cataclysms which would 
dwarf the tiny sputter of the most 
gigantic H-bomb.

What more convincing proofs than

The Pharisees, meticulous in small 
external matters like tithing and fast- 
ing, omitted the weightier matters 
like mercy and love. They preferred 
to see Jesus submit to their man- 
made law of no work on the Sab- 
bath than see a man-with a palsied 
hand get healed. They were careful 
lest they defiled themselves on a 
holy day by entering Pilate’s judg- 
ment hall, but the same day they 
shouted for the crucifixion of Jesus 
Christ. 

Spirituality isn’t the oratorical 
ability of a facile tongue, nor accu- 
mulated intellectual knowledge of 
the Bible, nor even martyrdom. A 
Christian on the way to be burned 
at the stake in the days of the early 
church refused to be reconciled to a 
Christian brother. 

But a spiritual person will be 
courteous, kind, considerate, unself- 
ish, delighted at others’ successes and 
patient. 

A spiritual person will not be 
touchy, forcing others to handle him 
with kid gloves lest he is in one of 
his moods. Nor will he be irritable 
and sulky with a dyspeptic disposi- 
tion, whose self-pity has to be 
pampered. 

Spirituality does not breed sus- 
picion of others’ motives, nor rejoice 
when others go wrong. It will put 
the lid on others’ faults, and believe 
and hope for the best in others. One 
pastor said if he had to make a 
choice that he would rather a parish- 
ioner attend a theatre on mid-week 
meeting night than stand at the back 
after prayer meeting and tear down 
some other Christian’s character by 
gossip. Slander, defamation and 
censoriousness all get much atten- 
tion in God’s Word as serious man- 
ifestations of unspirituality among 
believers. 

Spirituality will mean hatred of 
all that is evil and opposition to 
false teaching and every sinful prac- 
tice listed in the Bible. But even in 
our controversy with error, we must 
speak the truth in love. Dr. G. 
Campbell Morgan pointed out the 
danger of contending for right things 
in a wrong spirit. “I seldom find men 
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strenuously fighting what they are 
pleased to call heterodox teaching, 
and in bitter language denouncing 
false doctrine, without being more 
afraid for the men denouncing than 
for the men denounced. There is an 
anger against impurity which is im- 
pure. 

“There is a zeal for orthodoxy 
which is most unorthodox. There is 
a spirit that contends for faith which 
is in conflict with faith. If men have 
lost their love, they will do more 
harm than good by their defence of 
the faith. Behind the denunciation 
of sin there must always be the 
tenderness of love if that denuncia- 
tion is not to become evil in its 
bitterness. Behind the zeal for truth, 
there must always be the spacious- 
ness of love if that zeal is not to 
become narrowed into hate. There 
have been men who have become so 
self-centered in a narrowness that 
they are pleased to call holding the 
truth, that the very principle for 
which they contend has been ex- 
cluded from their life and service. 
All zeal for the Master that is not 
the outcome of love to Him is 
worthless.” 

Spirituality will involve some neg- 
atives and some external observ- 
ances. But it will go much deeper, 
to the very inner life which cruci- 
fied with Christ will be dead to the 
old ways of sin, and alive to the 
new life in Christ. Henceforth dom- 
inated by the Spirit, it sets its affec- 
tion on things above. It will say with 
George Muller, who when asked the 
secret of his service replied, “There 
was a day when I died.” And as he 
spoke, he bent lower until he almost 
touched the floor. Continuing, he 
added, “Died to George Muller, his 
opinions, preferences, tastes and will. 
Died to the world, its approval or 
censure. Died to approval or blame, 
either of my friends or foes, since 
then I have studied only to show 
myself approved unto God.”

When Is an Ism 


Not an Ism? 


THE CHURCH FACES THE ISMS. Ar- 
nold B. Rhodes, editor. Abingdon. 


292 pp. $4.50.

This book is a series of essays by the 
faculty of the Louisville Presbyterian 
Seminary on the isms and sects of to- 
day. An ism is broadly defined to in- 
clude fundamentalism, adventism, dis- 
pensationalism, perfectionism, Judaism, 
Catholicism, denominationalism, ecu- 
menism, healing sects, totalitarianism, 
racism, naturalism, scientism, modern- 
ism, and secularism. However, the chap- 
ters are developed very unevenly, and 
vary much in competence and mood. 
There is much acceptable material in it 
and the chapters by Dr. Rule are com- 
mendable, but .... 

The volume professes to have two 
points of reference: “main-line Prot- 
estantism” and the Scriptures. At both 
points the volume defaults seriously. 

The writers never carefully define 
“main-line Protestantism.” We do not 
know if it means the basic areas of 
agreement in the Reformation creeds or 
the prevailing opinions of contempo- 
rary theology. Is, for example, Tillich 
“main-line Protestant” because he 
teaches at Harvard (and whose theol- 
ogy has no sympathy for the West- 
minster Confession), and Murray sec- 
tarian because he teaches at Westmin- 
ster Seminary (where he stoutly up- 
holds the “main-line” Westminster Con- 
fession)? This gives the entire book a 
vague and nebulous theological charac- 
ter. 

It also wavers uncertainly between 
an assertion that the Scriptures are 
the final authority for Christian truth, 
and an evaluation of Scripture in keep- 
ing with the contemporary prevailing 
mood of a weakened scriptural author- 
ity. 

In addition, there are some regret- 
table examples of bad taste, and some 
unbelievable instances of theological 
incompetence. 

In matters of bad taste, Smith’s The 
Cross and the Flag, labelled as anti- 
semitic, is put on the same spectrum of 
fundamentalist journalism as Christi- 
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anity Today, and then the writer adds 
that it is perhaps unfair to lump funda- 
mentalists together. Then why give us 
such a notorious example of unfair 
lumping together? If the author had 
studied the board of editors of Christi- 
anity Today, he would be compelled to 
label the journal as “main-line” Chris- 
tianity. 

Another bad slip is to say that the 
dispensationalists in the churches rep- 
resent a “sort of spiritual gestapo.” Why 
must the terrible nefariousness of the 
Hitler regime be made a point of com- 
parison among Christian brethren? 

Or consider the theological naivetes. 
The list of principles of dispensational- 
ism is surprisingly inaccurate. Further, 
the article does not cite the magnum 
opus of Chafer (his Systematic Theol- 
ogy, 8 vols.), but an article in the Bible- 
otheca Sacra which was later revised 
by Chafer. Fosdick is cited as believing 
the uniqueness of Christ, but this is not 
the uniqueness of Chalcedon nor of the 
Westminster Confession. 

An utterly fantastic page or two sug- 
gests things that Catholics and Protes- 
tants might mutually give ‘tip or adopt 
to move closer to each other. One of 
these suggestions is that marriage be 
called a sacrament. How can a pro- 
fessor in a Presbyterian seminary 
bound to the Westminster Confession 
be so confused about the fundamental 
issues of sacramentalism that he can 
conceive of marriage as a sacrament? 
And how can a professor who stems from 
the great tradition of justification by 
faith and the imputed righteousness of 
Christ think of stages of discipline in 
preparation for final glory? “Absent 
from the body, present in purgatory 
(Catholic or Protestant version)” is not 
a Pauline teaching. 

However, our most serious protest 
is that dispensationalism and funda- 
mentalism are given entire chapters, 
but modernism is given only a segment 
of one chapter, and even that discus- 


sion is, theologically speaking, very con- 
fused interpretation. Anybody who 
knows his theological history knows 
that modernism (neo-Protestantism) 
has been the major ism in recent Prot- 
estantism, and has done far more dam- 
age to Christian faith than either dis- 
pensationalism or fundamentalism for 
the latter retain the central core of 
Christian doctrines, but the former cuts 
it off at the root.

THE THUNDERING SCOT. Geddes 
MacGregor. Westminster. 240 pp. 
$3.95.

Geddes MacGregor, the Rufus 
Jones Professor of Philosophy and 
Religion at Bryn Mawr College, is a 
minister of the Church of Scotland 
and was at one time Assistant to the 
Dean of the Chapel Royal, St. Giles’s 
Church, Edinburgh. It is little wonder, 
therefore, that he has now written a 
book on John Knox, the guiding star 
of the Protestant Reformation in 
Scotland. 

This biography, well and _ interest- 
ingly written, is directed primarily to 
the general reader rather than to the 
historical scholar. Beginning with 
Knox’s earlier life, the main concen- 
tration is placed, as it should be upon 
the 20 years 1550—1570 during which 
Knox wielded his greatest influence 
in Scotland, the climax being his 
series of interviews with Mary, Queen 
of Scots. 

It is refreshing in this day, when so 
many, sometimes even Scots who 
should know better, are attempting to 
blacken Knox’s reputation, to find a 
book which is sympathetic and under- 
standing without being maudlin and 
sentimental about him. This work 
should, therefore, be valuable in re- 
storing something of a balance im our 
contemporary attitudes to Knox. 

Yet it also has its weaknesses. For 
one thing, the author at times seems 
to go beyond the strict limits of his 
sources in some of his more imagi- 
native passages, as when in chapter 
two he discusses the popular reaction 
to the burning of Patrick Hamilton. 
But even more important if one reads 
this book without some previous 
knowledge, he will probably receive 
the impression that Knox was both a 
political and ecclesiastical reformer 
primarily on behalf of Scottish nation- 
alism and democracy. 

While. these aspects are important, 
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the lack of consideration of the pri- 
‘mary theological and spiritual factors 
in Knox’s thinking, such as justifica- 
tion by faith and redeeming grace, 
results in a lop-sided picture. Thus as 
one reads this book he must contin- 
ually keep in mind that behind the 
Reformer’s demands for external re- 
forms, even of conduct, his funda- 
mental interest was that of bringing 
men to saving faith in Jesus Christ.

POINTING THE WAY, COLLECTED

Martin Buber, a former German 
Jew (now of Israel), is possibly as 
important in 20th century philosoph- 
ical and religious thought as another 
expatriate German Jew, Albert Ein- 
stein, was in scientific thought. This 
collection of his essays, beginning 
with the year 1909, furnishes many 
of the main ideas of existentialism and 
neo-orthodoxy. The terms and the 


peculiar constructions placed upon 
them with which we are now familiar 
are here set forth—long before they 
were current in Protestant seminaries 
and university classrooms. Some of 
these are: the moment, “I—thou,” 
existence (authentic and inauthentic), 
decision, paradox, anxiety, etc., and 
especially insistence on the aloneness 
of each man in coming to authentic 
existence. 

Buber’s God cannot give rules or 
propositions concerning Himself or 
the way to final truth. Jesus Christ is, 
along with Lao-Tsu and several other 
ancient teachers, an example of those 
who have attained authentic existence. 
Ritual is intoxication; dogma, mad- 
ness. “There are many recipes [ways 
to redemption] in our Father’s phar- 
macy.” 

Buber has some true “insights,” to 
be sure, and one ought to read him 
to understand present thought. He has, 
however, rejected Israel’s Messiah; 
hence, there is “no light in him.”

Roman Catholics think the 
church keeps the Bible pure, but they 
do not see the need of using the Bible 
to keep the church pure. 


While the biography of the 16th- 
century Cardinal Wolsey (Naked to 
Mine Enemies) continues to toy with 
the best-seller lists, a biography of his 
Protestant contemporary Nicholas Rid- 
ley (by Jasper Godwin Ridley, pub- 
lished by Longmans) is lesser known. 
Ridley and his better known cohort, 
Bishop Latimer, were burned at the 
stake together, as readers of Foxe’s 
Book of Martyrs well recall. 
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When they reached the stake, Ridley 
looked up to Heaven and held up his 
hands. Then Latimer joined him, and 
they embraced; and Ridley said: “Be 
of good heart, brother, for God will 
either assuage the fury of the flame, or 
else strengthen us to abide it.” Ridley 
knelt down, and kissed the stake, and 
prayed. 


Herald Press (Mennonite) has 
launched a pamphlet series with Inte- 
gration!

CYRIL OF JERUSALEM AND NEME- 
SIUS OF EMESA. Ed. William Tel- 
fer.

The catechetical lectures of Cyril 
of Jerusalem and Nemesius’ treatise 
On the Nature of Man compose the 
major works in the fourth volume of 
the Library of Christian Classics. 
There is in addition a letter written 
by Cyril to Constantius. 

Cyril’s lectures, written early in his 
episcopal career, were designed for 
Lenten instruction and became the 
basis for subsequent catechetical in- 
struction in the see of the mother 
church. Nemesius’ treatise, which was 
erroneously assigned to others during 
the longer part of its history, served 
as the basis or at least a contributing 
part of most of the studies of anthro- 
pology down to and including the 
period of the scholastics. 

The critical notes and introductions 
are especially rewarding to the reader. 


Carefully and thoroughly done, they 
display the editor’s close acquaintance 
with the literature of the fourth 
century.

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POST MILLENNIALISM 


The Corpse 


THE MILLENNIUM. Loraine Boettner. 
Presbyterian and Reformed. 380 
pp. $4.50.

Theologians who have been an- 
nouncing the demise of postmillen- 
nialism for the last 20 years will need 
to take another look at the corpse. 
In this volume Dr. Boettner, a con- 
servative Calvinistic theologian, offers 
a thorough restatement and defense 


of postmillennialism of the most 
optimistic character. 
He defines postmillennialism “as 


that view of the last things which 
holds that the Kingdom of God is now 
being extended in the world through 
the preaching of the gospel and the 
saving work of the Holy Spirit in the 
hearts of individuals, that the world 
eventually is to be Christianized, and 
that the return of Christ is to occur 
at the close of a long period of right- 
eousness and peace commonly called 
the ‘Millennium.’ As this period of 
millennial fulfillment is obviously still 
far future, his point of view com- 
pletely removes the possibility of an 
imminent return of Christ and the 
consummation of the age. 

The appearance of such a volume 
in an atomic age when practically all 
theologians, liberal and conservative,

have abandoned the rosy optimism of 
19th century postmillennialism makes 
this volume a curiosity. Apart from 
its unrealistic approach to both the 
Bible and the contemporary scene, a 
number of serious difficulties confront 
the reader. 

He claims that postmillennialism 
began with Augustine, yet by the 
standard of his own definition Augus- 
tine is an amillenarian. Boettner refutes 
the two key points of the Augustinian 
millennial system, i.e., that Satan is 
bound during the present age, and that 
the millennium began with the first ad- 
vent. The attempt to claim Augustine 
for postmillennialism is a device to 
counter the fact that postmillennialism 
actually began with Daniel Whitby, the 
Unitarian Controversialist in the 
seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
and is the most recent of all millen- 
nial views, as Augustus Strong, for 
instance, freely admits. To the historic 
origin of postmillennialism Boettner 
gives scant attention. 

His view of millennialism consists 
in a 100-page restatement of con- 
servative optimism in nineteenth cen- 
tury postmillennialism. He ignores the 
liberal postmillennialism of the early 
twentieth century. His treatment of 
amillennialism, limited to only 27 
pages, is most disappointing and 
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him how to use it for a good living and 
he’ll stay in his village and not run into 
the city where all the troubles begin. 
He claims this philosophy could solve 
the “unanswerable” problems of South 
Africa. His thesis is superbly docu- 
mented. He challenges other mission- 
aries to identify themselves with the 
people and teach them to work—by 
example, not just preaching. 

This is not a theological book on 
missions. A heresy hunter will find it 
rewarding in spots. But it is a chal- 
lenge to every mission board member. 
The author is a negro who asks why 
“integrated” denominations are send- 
ing fewer negro missionaries to Africa 
and Asia. He makes bold to say: 
“Some interracial American churches 
have adopted a policy of appointing 
missionaries without discrimination as to 
race. They should certainly be com- 
mended for this, but in areas like 
Africa and Asia where there is a spe- 
cial place and need for missionaries of 
the African race this policy is not far- 
sighted enough. There needs to be a 
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fragmentary and does not recognize 
amillennialism as it is embraced by 
neo-orthodox and liberal theologians. 
Inasmuch as amillennialism is _ the 
majority opinion today, certainly it 
deserves more attention than this. In 
contrast to his fragmentary treatment 
of amillennialism, he devotes 236 
pages to premillennialism. All except 
ten pages of this is an attack on dis- 
pensationalism in which most of the 
stock arguments good and bad are 
reiterated. 

The author cannot resist the tend- 
ency to substitute accusations for 
arguments. In his brief introduction he 
loses no time in defining dispensation- 
alism as a “false system of Bible in- 
terpretation,” hardly an objective basis 
for discussion. He claims that premil- 
lennialism “lends itself more to an 
emotional type of preaching and teach- 
ing than does postmillennialism or 
amillennialism” and goes on with the 
charge: “Premillennialism has little sym- 
pathy with the detailed, scientific, pain- 
staking study of Scripture, and is apt 
to be quite impatient with a scholar or 
theologian who spends hours trying to 
arrive at a correct exegesis of the text.” 

The author is to be commended, 
however, for his obvious faith in the 
Scriptures as the Word of God. 
Throughout the volume high stand- 
ards of literary style are maintained 
and the volume is well printed and 
neat in appearance. His courage in 
defending what most scholars would 
consider a lost cause is noteworthy.

The Board of Church Extension of 
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this little volume as a study guide for 
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Chapter 1, “The Foundations of 
Christian Citizenship” by Edward Le- 
Roy Long, Jr. leaves much to be de- 
sired.

Nevertheless, the balance of this 
book is excellent. The high point is 
reached in the chapter entitled “Citi- 
zenship as Christian Vocation” by 
Francis Pickens Miller. Although some 
may not agree with Miller’s treatment 
of the “Kingdom of God,” his overall 
presentation and arguments for Christ- 
ian responsibility in political action is 
almost iron clad.

There should be but 
one will, the will of God, and the day 
will come when the Lord’s will shall 
be done on earth even as it is done in 
Heaven. Christ will bring to naught all 
rule, and all authority and all power 
(I Cor. 15:24). Stare at this and pon- 
der over this.

(Ps. 50:22).

IS THIS THE MAN WHO MADE THE 
EARTH TREMBLE? (14:16) 


The Jewish translation reads, “They 
that saw thee . . . say, ‘Is this the man.’ ” 
and refers to a verse in the Penteteuch 
where we read, “Who says of his father 
and mother, I am not acquainted with 
them” (Deut. 33:9). If we translate 
it in this way our verse reads, “Those 
who were acquainted with you stare 
at you and ponder over you: Is this the 
man who made the earth to tremble?” 
There is a double vision in this whole 
chapter, or perhaps, a triple vision, the 
little king of Babylon, the final king of 
Babylon—Antichrist, and Satan who 
heads up the whole lineage. Now, once 
more, the one who embodies the power 
of Satan is considered. The force of 
evil makes the world to tremble today, 
and this will become more apparent as 
the days go on. But the leaders that ac- 
tivate the trembling earth will be 
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brought down and will realize how 
empty is any force that pretends against 
God.

THAT MADE THE WORLD LIKE A WILDER- 
NESS (14:17) 


God made the world as a garden. 
There were trees and rivers and life 
and joy. Then sin came in. Everything 
that has been touched since that time 
has become deteriorated. Sin brought 
the divine laws of decay, erosion, death 
and destruction. All these forces are at 
work wherever man has been and will 
continue to the great climax of destruc- 
tion when Satan makes his final bid 
for power. It is perhaps impossible for 
us to realize the full extent of the de- 
struction which will be visible at the 
moment when the Lord Jesus comes 
again and destroys the power of Satan. 
“Distress shall come upon men so that 
they walk like blind men, because they 
have sinned against the Lord: and 
their blood shall be poured out as dust, 
and their flesh as the dung . . . the 
whole land shall be devoured by the 
fire of His jealousy” (Zeph. 1:17).

PRISONERS (14:17) 


The Hebrew reads, “That let not 
loose his prisoners each to his home.” 
The treatment of prisoners throughout 
history has always been terrible. In the 
ancient world they were mostly sold 
into slavery. As time has gone on and 
the numbers taken in battle increased, 
their lot has fared no better. Russia took 
hundreds of thousands of German pris- 
oners and only a small percentage was 
ever released. The Lord reveals to us 
here how hard and cruel is the heart of 
the enemy of souls. If he can take a 
man captive he has no thought of re- 
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leasing him because he wishes to hold 
him in captivity in order to strike 
terror into the hearts of others. It is the 
nature of our enemy to cause misery 
by keeping men prisoners; it is the na- 
ture of Christ to bring freedom by 
striking our chains from us. Christ was 
anointed to heal the broken hearted, to 
preach deliverance to the captives, to 
set at liberty them that are bruised 
(Luke 4:18).

ALL THE KINGS OF THE NATIONS LIE IN 
GLORY (14:18) 


Westminster Abbey, St. Paul’s, St. 
Denis, the Escorial, and other royal 
tombs going back to the tomb of the 
King of Caria, Mausolos, which was 
one of the seven wonders of the world; 
and even the pyramids of Egypt which 
stood near the ruins of the ancient 
tombs of the Pharacas; all these de- 
clare the glory of departed kings. 
Some of the greatest architectural 
wonders ever created by man were 
brought into being through the pride 
of monarchs who wished their mem- 
ories to outlast their span of life. A 
doting king erected the Taj Mahal for 
a departed loved one. Even church 
buildings have been built to cover the 
bones of bishops who would have been 
better remembered if the money had 
been given to the poor. But even 
valiant dust builds on dust, and the 
glory of the vanished kings will end.

EVERY ONE IN HIS OWN HOUSE (14:18) 


The Lord God created the human 
body, and though it is marred by sin 
and moving towards death we! must 
hold it in highest respect. When a per- 
son becomes a Christian his body be- 
comes the temple of the Holy Spirit 
(1 Cor. 6:19). When the body. dies, 
we take proper care of it and give it 
decent burial. God has predetermined 
that the body shall return to dust 
(Gen. 3:19). Job knew that there 
would be a resurrection but he was 
also aware that before the resurrec- 
tion he would be brought to “death, 
and to the house appointed for all the 
living” (Job 30:23). Joab was buried 
“in his own house in the wilderness” 
(1 Kings 2:34). The Christian takes 
dignified care of his beloved dead but 
never becomes a cemetery watcher, a 
grave sitter, or a tomb ornament. He 
knows that absence from the body 
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means: presence with the Lord (2 Cor. 
5:8).

THOU ART CAST OUT OF THY GRAVE 
(14:19) 


Is it possible for a well-read person 
of the late twentieth century to read 
this passage and not remember how 
Hitler and Mussolini died? The wild 
roaring flames of the secret hideout 
in Berlin and the body of Hitler flung 
onto the wood, the ashes and bones 
stirred by a _ bayonet. Mussolini 
dragged for several miles and hung 
up by the heels in a public market 
place, his body pelted by all manner 
of filth. Thus shall it be, and more, 
for the body of the last tyrant. With 
irony and some unbelief the spectators 
gaze at the defiled body of the tyrant 
who dared to press his claims against 
God Himself. He is cast forth as a 
despised branch literally “clothed with 
the slain.” His corpse is surrounded by 
the dead bodies of his soldiers, forming 
his guard of infamy. His physical end 
is a symbol of his spiritual end. 

Lord, Thy justice is in true holiness. 


YOU HAVE DESTROYED YOUR LAND 
(14:20) 


The Bible senstuation resemble a 
stereopticon slide. The glass picture 
which we hold in the hand can be 
seen in detail on a wide screen when 
the proper light shines through it. 
Here are scenes etched in detail which 
show us some of the characteristics 
of the haughty monarch who lived 
and died in the days of Isaiah. Then 
the light shines through and we see 
the final judgment of the great and 
final king who flaunts himself against 
God. Then we are back on the local 
scene. Here, it would seem, we have 
the reasons for the destruction of a 
proud king by his people because of 
the indignities he has heaped upon 
them. He has destroyed the land by 
heavy taxation, forced labor and other 
rigorous measures and has slain his 
people by imposing the death penalty 
for trivial offences. A ruler must re- 
member he holds power in trust from 
God. 


Lord, may we please Thee as 
citizens. 
THOU SHALT NOT... BECAUSE... 


(14:20) 


This has been called “the epitaph 
of tyranny.” There is no doubt of the 
fact that the arrogant shall be brought 
down. All history proves this, and yet 
all history proves that men will not 
learn from history. Pride is that trait 
which puts self in the place of God 
and through all time we can see pride 
building up to its ultimate climax. 





Each _generation’s boldness against 
God exceeds that which has gone be- 
fore. Russia sins but a little in saying 
that there is no God, but the West 
sins in an intense degree in saying 
that God is, but that He does not have 
to be considered. For this the great 
judgments of the future will fall upon 
us. The greatest wars in history have 
been touched off by nations whose 
history has been steeped in Christi- 
anity. These wars have been sent by 
God as judgments upon us. We have 
not repented. The worst is to come. 
Lord, we thank Thee that we can 
be individually with Thee against 
our nations. 


THE SEED OF EVILDOERS (14:20) 

The true translation here is that 
“the seed of the evildoer shall not 
be named forever.” Significantly, the 
great tyrants of history were seldom 
able to prolong their reigns through 
their own children. The Alexanders, 
the Caesars, the other tyrants of his- 
tory were usually followed by their 
generals who seized power when they 
died or were too weak to maintain 
themselves longer. Few but historians 
can name the children of any famous 
evil men of history. Of the tyrant it 
is said, “He won the supremacy of his 
world; he had everything—unlimited 
treasure, absolute power, undisputed 
possession of human lives. But at what 
a cost! On a blood-stained throne he 
sat, friendless, feared, forlorn, and 
when he died the world echoed with 
thanksgiving that he was gone, and 
all men celebrated his death with 
curses.” But of the righteous God says, 
“I will make thy name to be remem- 
bered in all generations” (Ps. 45:17). 

Lord, we want only Thy right- 

eousness. 


SLAUGHTER FOR HIS SONS BECAUSE OF 
THE GUILT OF THEIR FATHERS (14:21) 

The consequences of any human 
act go down, generation after gen- 
eration, to the children that follow. 
The argument of the central portion 
of the epistle to the Hebrews is based 
on the fact that Abraham paid tithes 
to Melchizedek, and that in so doing 
he confessed to the superiority of this 
King of Righteousness, and involved 
his unborn children to all generations. 
For Aaron was in the loins of his 
great-grandfather Levi, who was in 
the loins of his great-grandfather 
Abraham (Heb. 7:10). Our present 
text announces the slaughter of sons 
because of the guilt of their father. 
Is this a reference to the fact that 
Satan is the father of liars and that 
ultimately all the children of the 
Devil (John 8:44) will be brought to 
naught? 

Lord, we would commit ourselves 

and our children to Thee. 
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FOR | WILL RISE UP AGAINST THEM 
(14:22) 

The taunt that began with verse 
four has finished with the pronounce- 
ment of judgment upon the children 
of the oppressor, and the announce- 
ment that his seed will be so com- 
pletely cut off that they shall never 
rise again to cover the face of the 
earth with their cities. Now the Lord 
of hosts breaks in and guarantees the 
fulfillment of all that has been hurled 
against the king of Babylon, the last 
king, the Antichrist, and Satan him- 
self. The Lord Jehovah as the Lord 
of hosts is first mentioned by Samuel 
(1 Sam. 1:3), where we find the first 
of 281 occurrences of this name.

When God says He will do it we 
may consider it done.

Babylon here has two meanings: the 
historical city and the great future 
climax of rebellion against God in 
political, commercial and _ religious 
Babylon described in the Book of 
Revelation. Literally, the prophecy has 
been accomplished on the ancient city. 
Its name and remnant, offspring and 
posterity have been cut off. It is the 
possession of wild animals. Here dwells 
the hedgehog, an animal which takes 
its Hebrew name from the verb “to 
roll,’ and which when attacked rolls 
itself up and lies inert till the danger 
is past. The pools of water refer to 
marshy land. The broom of destruc- 
tion has swept over it. So it was with 
ancient Babylon; so it will be with 
all forces that rise against God.

THE LORD OF HOSTS HATH SWORN 
(14:24) 

To several great facts in the Bible 
God has added the amazing informa- 
tion that He has not only given His 
Word but that He has taken an oath 
to fulfill the promise. The principle 
is set forth as follows: “Because he 
could swear by no greater, he swore 
by himself . . . Men indeed swear by a 
greater than themselves, and in all 
their disputes an oath is final for con- 
firmation. So when God desired to 
show more convincingly . . . the un- 
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changeable character of his purpose, 
he interposed with an oath, so that 
through two unchangeable things, in 
which it is impossible for God to lie, 
we who have fied for refuge might have 
strong encouragement .. .” (Heb. 6: 
13 ff.). Thus we may be sure that the 
Lord especially desires us to know the 
purpose which He has announced in 
the judgment to come on the Assyrian.

AS | HAVE THOUGHT SO SHALL IT 
COME TO PASS (14:24) 


We must never forget that fore- 
knowledge cannot be other than fore- 
determination. For God to announce 
something and then not bring it to 
pass would mean that His Word was 
not sure, that there were forces cap- 
able of nullifying His promises and 
bringing His plans to nothing. It is 
interesting to note that He has given 
an oath for destruction as well as an 


oath for salvation. If by the latter we 


have an anchor that enters into the 
veil, and is fixed in the nature of God 
Himself (Heb. 6:19), so by the former 
we have a fixed certainty that is just 
as sure as our salvation. The destruc- 
tion of evil in this world and the 
ultimate triumph of the justice of God 
is as certain as is the throne of God. 
God’s thought is fact. God’s purpose 
is unalterable. God is immutable.

The Interpreters Bible says: “A 
threat oracle introduced by a solemn 
oath elsewhere in the prophetic books 
always refers to an immediately pre- 
ceding condemnation.” Unwilling to 
admit that this refers to that which 
immediately precedes here, an effort 
is made to say that “this passage has 
been accidentally separated from 
10:5-16.” But let us take it as con- 
forming to the rule. Immediately we 
see that God is sweeping up, under 
the name “the Assyrian,” the con- 
temporary king, the future scourge of 
Israel, the Antichrist and Lucifer— 
Satan. The power of the north was 
broken in Isaiah’s day; the power of 
the Antichrist will be broken when 
he comes into the land at the time of 
the battle of Armageddon, and there 
the force of Satan shall be forever 
broken when the Lord completes the 
destruction which He has determined 
against him.
